GOVERNMENT TROOPS AMBUSH REACTIONARIES IN DAC LAC 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Sep 81 p 3 


[Article by Duong Minh Hoat: "Destroy Reactionaries in Deep Jungles of Central 
Highlands" ] 


[Text] Battalion 6 of the Dac Lac local forces and the militia had the task of 
cutting across jungles to search for and destroy an enemy group. Along with the 
local administration and mass organizations our combatants mobilized the masses and 
educated minority nationalities, relying on the people's help to track down enemy 
agents to their hideouts. 


Following days of torrential rains, the sky on the Central Highlands became dry and 
fair. The people reported to Battalion 6 commander on the existence of an enemy 
communications corridor, and on an enemy group attempting to cross the border to 
pass on important directives from international reactionaries to reactionary ring- 
leaders in Dac Lac. 


Acting on this information, Battalion 6 promptly organized a team of cadres and con- 
batants familiar with the terrain to move across jungles to track down, intercept, 
and destroy the enemy. Under the guidance of two local cadres and militiamen, the 
team left the base the same night. Many suffered bruises after one night crossing 
springs with impetuous currents, inching along rock gorges covered with slippery 
moss and squeezing through vine and ramie forests. Another day elapsed and there 
still was no enemy trace. At sunset, mountains and forests on the Central High- 
lands looked gloomier. The commander ordered the team to stop for a rest at the 
middle of a mountain slope. Then the team resumed the operation so as to be on 
time to intercept the enemy at an advantageous spot. Another night and another day 
were spent traversing jungles. Past midnight the following day, the commander 
ordered the team to stop at the planned ambush point. This was a tiny trail close 
to the border. Y Had, a militia guide, suddenly noticed scattered traces of puppet 
troops’ shoes on a piece of land, nearly obliterated by jungle rains. Human foot- 
prints were mised with spoors of deer and wild rabbits. 


The commander immediately ordered the team to lie in ambush formation in an area 
sandwiched between a virgin forest and thatch and reed thickets, each combatant 
receiving a specific assignment. One hour, two hours, three hours elapsed, the 
combatants kept on observing quietly and waiting patiently. Then they heard a 








deer's cry. They had learned from many previous trips across jungles on the Cen- 
tral Highlands that approaching human presence had frightened deer into crying. 
All pairs of eyes were focused on the direction from which the noise originated. 
As expected, at the other end of the reed forest a human form appeared, cautiously 
moving forward. Stunned by the deer's cries, the man halted, looked around, then 
gingerly moved on. Probably he thought that the revolutionary armed forces could 
not penetrate the heart of these dense virgin jungles to chase him and his group. 
All team members clearly saw a group of persons emerging from the forest. These 
unquestionably were reactionaries attempting to cross the border. They had forced 
a local villager wearing a rattan knapsack to act as guide. Behind him, three 
revolutionaries toting AR-15 guns moved in ready-to-fight formation. As the entire 
enemy group came within firing range, brief AK volleys of the unit suddenly rang 
out. The commander who led the blocking element, promptly burst into the trail to 
nab the foremost enemy. The next two reactionaries opened fire in counterattack, 
but they were outfired by waylaying combatants on both sides of the trail. 
Wounded, one reactionary ran to a spring bank. Taking advantage of the terrain, 
he tried to resist while finding ways to slip away, but the rear element had 
blocked his escape. Two militiamen and an armyman emerged in front of him, mowing 
him down with an accurately-directed AK volley. 


So, after three long days and nights pursuing and staying close to the enemy in 
deep jungles, the combatants had neatly destroyed an enemy group, taken prisoners, 
and confiscated weapons as well as important documents.

our people, in the service of the aggressive aims of the U.S. bandits. Through 
years working as lackeys of the U.S. bandits in killing and slashing down the people, 
they have been successfully trained by the enemy to become totally devoid of human 
feelings, ready at any moment to wallow in the blood of our innocent compatriots in 
cold blood so as to realize their criminal schemes.

[Text] Right after receiving information fram a security organ that at Enterprise 
107 (of Xuilding Corporation 1, Ministry of Building) hundreds of persons listed as 
workers were not present at worksites, the Grain Service sent a control unit to the 
107 collective mess hall to look into the use of grain. With the ective help of 

the People's Organ of Control of Ba Vi District, the control unit examined the books 
from January through July 1981, and initial check showed a surplus of 15,200 kg of 
grain which must be returned to the state. 


Asked about the reason for tnat grain surplus, the managers of mess hall 107 were 
quite embarrassed. Not to speak of the fact that the amount of grain requested for 
non-existent persons had damaged state properties for years, that grain surplus 
alone was enough to reflect the grave nature of the arbitrary use of grain at a 
collective canteen. 





In light of this story, The Builder believes that grain control should be con- 
ducted regularly, especially at places of frequent manpower turnovers, such as 
building worksites, schools with collective boarding and lodging, etc. Experiences 
have shown that timely control, settlement and prosecution, including measures to 
take back grain excesses, to make wrongdoers compensate for the loss, und to 
strictly punish willful violators, etc., will recover for the state a quite sizable 
volume of grain for distribution to society.

gasoline ard oil pipelines and depots. 


The conference served to make localities in the province more fully aware of the 
role of gasoline and oil in economic development and national defense, the causes 
of their losses and the province's specific responsibilities in protecting these 
installations. Localities are also aware that the pipelines, depots, tanks and 
tankers within the province's jurisdiction are socialist property which the 

party and state have entrusted to the provincial party and administrative 
Organizations for management and protection.

[Text] The Council of Ministers recently issued a decision on the functions, 
tasks and organization of the administrative apparatus at the city ward level. 


The decision points out: 


The city ward is a grassroots municipal administrative wnit set up to cover an 
area of the city's main streets with a population of approximately 7,000-10,000. 


The principal function of the administrative apparatus at the city ward level 
is to conduct state administrative and social management and care for and serve 
the local populace. 


Under the guidance of the immediate higher people's committee, the city ward 
people's committee organizes and performs the following duties: 


l. Political duties: Organize and mobilize the people in the ward to implement 
the party's policies and lines and the state law. 


2. National defense and security: Struggle against all plots of the counter- 
revolutionaries and other criminals, suppress saboteurs, administer and educate 
political and criminal targets or recommend their rehabilitation to the higher 
authorities, assure political security and social order and security, eradicate 
social evils and oppose negativism and enemy psychological warfare. 

--Agopt measures to protect the socialist assets and the people's property. 


--Reconcile civil disputes. 


--Build the civil and self-defense forces in the ward, ensure the fulfillment of 
military obligations and implement the local army logistics unit. 


--Perform the people's task of inspection, promptly detect and report all viola- 
tions of the socialist law to the higher authorities and handle all law violations 
within their jurisdiction. 

3}. With regard to the management of the population and society: 


--Register births, deaths and marriages. 
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--Authenticate applications, police records, housing status certificates, food 
ration coupons, and so forth. 


--Organize and care for the people's material and culturrs' lives and the disease 
prevention and control. 


--Promptly settle or report the people's claims, complaints and petitions to the 
higher authorities for settlement. 


4. With regard to labor management: 


--Fulfill all labor norms, arrange jobs for all labor-fit people or report cases 
of unemployment to the higher authorities for solution. 


--Organize and guide the people in accelerating production in various handicrafts, 
artisan industry and service sectors as planned, and organize and implement some 
of the city economic management tasks as assigned by higher authorities. 


>. With respect to industry, trade and tax management: 


--Implement the regulations on registering industrial and trade business and 
cooperate with the immediate higher people's committee in issuing business 
licenses and organizing and managing the individuals and corporations engaged 

in handicraft and artisan industry production, transportation and other jobs and 
professions as assigned. 


--Organize and implement the tasks of socialist transformation and market manage- 
ment, oppose hoarding, contraband and illicit trade while transforming small 
merchants and organizing and managing the cooperatives of consumers and services 
and self-employers, and administer and transform small markets. 


--Supervise the retail shops and outlets in the ward to ensure fair and convenient 
distribution of commodities to the people. 


--Participate in the determination of taxes and the collection of industrial and 
trade taxes, and directly collect the slaughter tax, fees and other items of 
revenues. 


6. With respect to culture, education and public health: 


--Organize and carry out a new civilized lifestyle and new cultural family life 
pattern, and implement all tasks concerning culture, information broadcasting, 
education, nurseries, kindergartens, public health, sanitation, birth coatrol, 
sports and physical training, war invalids and social welfare; educate youth 
and administer all the cultural, educational and entertainment installations 

in the ward. 


--Supervise and participate in the issuance of licenses to freelance cultural 


workers and cultural and professional class organizers in accordance with the 
State regulations. 
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7. With regard to land and housing management: 


--Supervise the construction, repair and use of houses and land; build houses and 
make suggestions concerning the distribution of houses to the people in the ward. 


--With respect to those wards which still have some agricultural and forestry 
land for production, these ward authorities should manage these areas of produc- 
tion like village authorities. 


8. Concerning plans and budget: 


--Participate in the formulation of plans and organize and implement plans and 
financial operations as assigned by the higher authorities. 


Concerning the organization of the city ward people's committee, the Council of 
Ministers decision specifies: 


The ward people's committee is composed of seven members including the chairman, 
his deputy and secretary and four other members. The permanent elements of the 
committee include the chairman and his deputy and secretary. 


The ward people's committee chairman provides overall leadersh‘p and directly 
takes care of the ward's administrative affairs, people's livelihood, taxation, 
market management and socialist transformation. 


The committee's deputy chairman, secretary and other members will be assigned 
other duties as appropriate. 


Directly under the city ward people's committee are street population cells, work 
teams and special subcommittees run by the ward people who volunteer to partici- 
pate in the overall management of streets under the direct control of the ward 
people's committee. 


This decision will be implemented in all city wards throughout the country effec- 
tive with publication. In Ho Chi Minh City in particular, the decision will be 
implemented on a trial basis in accordance with Decision No 53-QDUB which was 
issued by the city people's committee on 20 March 1981. All previous regula- 
tions contrary to this decision will be void.

[Text] The party organizations are urgently completing issuing party membership 
cards. These last phases of the card-issuing job are taking place in many weak 
installations and must at the same time resolve in a resolute manner quite a great 
deal of cases that have been postponed from the previous phases. Therefore, con- 
sidering such cases and drawing conclusions are encountering many difficulties 
and thus requiring a tight leadership and a thorough understanding of the standards. 


Some party installations have the wrong tendency to do the job very quickly and 
superficially in order to finish it early, thus disregarding the quality of their work. 
There are installations that have not yet been consolidated, but members are be- 
ing issued cards anyway. In other places, district VCP committees have decided 
to issue cards even in the installations that are having serious problems. In the 
consideration of membership eligibility, there exists the phenomenon of being in- 
dulgent and lowering standards. In units in a number of sectors where there are 
many negative signs, the numbers of party members having been recognized as 
being qualified for accepting cards all reach the high percentages of 80-90 or more.

[Text] The Council of Ministers has just issued a decision on the function, 
tasks and organization of the village-level administrative apparatus as follows: 


The village is the state's grassroots administrative unit in the rural area. The 
village-level state administration includes the village people's council and 
people's committee. Elected by the people according to the constitution and 

the law, it is the state governing agency in the village. 


The village-level administration has the function of managing all state activities 
in the village in order to ensure that the constitution and the law are respected 
and strictly observed in the region, thus guaranteeing and developing the working 
people's right of collective mastery, assuring the citizen's rights and caring 

for the material and cultural life of the people in the village. It should 
motivate all citizens in the village to fulfill their obligations toward the 
state. 


After outlining the tasks and powers of the village-level state administration, 
the decision points out: 


The village people's council is the state power agency in the village. It works 
according to the conference system, meeting once every quarter, but may hold 
extraordinary meetings when necessary. It discusses and decides on measures 
aimed at ensuring strict observation of the constitution and the law in the 
region and on important activities relating to the village plan and budget and 
relating to obligations and rights affecting the local people's day-to-day life, 
sentiments and customs. The people's council's resolutions must be passed by a 
majority of votes. 


The village people's council supervises the implementation of tasks assigned to 
the village people's committee and special committees of the village. The 
village people's committee and special committees must seriously answer the 
questions posed by the members of the village people's council. 


The members of the village people's council must implement in an exemplary manner 
and are expected to motivate the local people to strictly implement the party 
policies, the state laws, the higher-level administrative agencies’ instruction:

he village people's committee is the executive agency of the village people's 
council and the state administrative agency in the village. It is responsible

QUALITY CONTROL TO BE VITAL PART OF ECONOMIC MANAGEMENT

[ Editorial: '' Product Quality" ] 


[Text] Product quality is a constant concern of consumers and a severe require- 
ment of producers. In the recent past, in the situation of production encountering 
difficulties, many production installations were still trying to stabilize and im- 
prove product quality. Beside the products that received the grade | seal from 
the state, other lines of goods such as transformers made by the Hanoi Tranform- 
er Plant, water pumps by the Hai Duong Pump Manufacturing Plant, various kinds 
of lathes, drills and planes by Machine Tools Factory No l, etc. still satisfied the 
specified quality norms. From means of production to consumer goods, every 
sector did have products that reached considerable quality level. The progress 
that has been made is commendable, but it is far from stable and steady. There 
still are very many goods, mostly consumer goods, the quality of which is declin- 
ing. The quality norms for many products used as important means of production 
usually are not stable. Coal for production is still mixed with unwanted materials 
and soil and rock fragments. The quality of electric power has declined in both 
frequency and voltage. About building materials, the percentage of grade A bricks 
and tiles usually is lower than what the plan calls for. About consumer goods, 

the quality of many kinds of goods, including cotton materials, writing paper, tow- 
els, bicycle tires, light bulbs, etc., has gone down. Grain and foods show in dis- 
tribution the phenomenon of losing quality: rice contains grains of paddy and grav- 
el, with the proportion of paddy being sometimes 10-15 times the authorized one; 
vermicelli tends to become sour and lumpy because it has not been thoroughly 
dried; tea and tobacco are damp and affected with mildew; moisture in sugar is too 
high, etc. While a shortage of goods exists, some collective production installa- 
tions, mostly individuals, have brought to the market many products that satisfy 
no quality standards and have very low use value; they do not include the counter - 
feit goods that sometimes endanger consumers’ health and lives. That is a tre- 
mendous waste. 


In addition to stepping up production, the control and management of product qual- 
ity must be effectively carried out in every sector, locality and production 





installation. ''We better have few but good products" or ''we better have few 

than have none" -- these are two different ways to deal with the question. There 
is no conflict between the needs for quantity and quality. Quality standards for 

a product are always determined on the basis of actual production conditions, 
mostly in connection with materials, raw materials, industrial program, tech- 
nical knowledge and occupational skills of workers. If these material production 
conditions are poor while the need for quality is set at a high level, it will be im- 
possible to attain these standards no matter how few the products to be made are. 
On the contrary, if because of the need for large quantities the quality standards 
are disregarded, what wili unavoidably happen is the fact that we make a lot of 
products but can use only a few of them and that products wear out quickly and 
bring no use value to society while we waste raw materials and energy. The cor- 
rect view on production is the one that is clearly stated in the resolution of the 
6th Plenum of the VCP Central Committee, namely, "pay attention to both quan- 
tity and quality, strive to attain the quantity and quality that our practical abilities 
allow us to have and avoid working carelessly and sloppily, causing waste of raw 
materials and creating bad habits in production and management. '' While we do 
our best to encourage the use of domestic materials and raw materials and the 
more common materials in the place of the precious and rare ones and to exploit 
both manual and semimechanized capacities to make more consumer goods, we 
cannot have too high a demand for quality. As for the products that are made un- 
der unchanged material production conditions, there is no reason to lower the 
quality norms. Any decline of quality because of cuts of materials and raw mate- 
rials, abandoning of technical program, careless and sloppy work or shortcom- 
ings in storage and transportation is undefensible. 


The management of quality of products and goods must truly become an important 
economic management standard. We must reorganize and strengthen all three 
major aspects of our work: standardization, measures and control. In the state 
plan, the quality norms are regulation ones for production installations and cir- 
culation organs as well; unless they are fulfilled, the state plan cannot be consid- 
ered completed. Such economic measures as the policies about wages, bonuses 
and prices must have appropriate encouragement in terms of quality, te make it 
clear that those who make a lot of better goods will get more profit than those 
who make poor-quality goods. Market management includes the task of eliminat- 
ing from commerce any counterfeit goods and properly dealing with those who 
make and circulate such goods. Our efforts must be directed toward stabilizing 
and gradually improving the quality of products and goods even in the present sit- 
uation and satisfying better and better the people's needs.

NEW EXCHANGE RATES FOR VIETNAMESE DONG 
Paris DOAN KET in Vietnamese 19 Sep 81 p 8 


[Text] Effective 6 July 1981, the Vietnamese State Bank has readjusted the official 
exchange rates between the capitalist countries’ monetary units and the Vietnamese 
dong as follows: 


-1 French franc equals 1.579 Vietnamese dong.* 

-l1 U.S. dollar equals 9.000 Vietnamese dong. 

-1 British sterling equals 17.577 Vietnamese dong. 
-l1 Swiss franc equals 4.443 Vietnamese dong. 

-l1 West German mark equals 3.782 Vietnamese dong. 
-l Hongkong dollar equals 1.610 Vietnamese dong. 
-1 Japanese yen equals 3.998 Vietnamese dong. 


According to the market situation, the abovementioned rates wil’ be sometimes adjusted 
slightly. If the adjustment is substantial, we will notify readers. 


In fact, the abovementioned decision tantamounts to a devaluation of the Vietnamese 
dong or is, in other words, a move aimed at bringing the official exchange rates 
closer to the actual ones. With regard to overseas Vietnamese, the decision will 
have the effect of encouraging them to send money gifts to their relatives at home 
through the agency of the Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank. Indeed, instead of fetching 
only 0.53 Vietnamese dong as in the past, a French franc now brings in 1.579 Viet- 
namese dong--not to speak of a "reward". 


Also, as of 6 July 1981, when sending money to their relatives at home or when goiuc 
home for a visit and exchanging foreign currencies at the Foreign Trade Bank, over- 
seas Vietnamese will receive an allowance usually called "reward" which will amount to: 





*{DOAN KET footnote]: This is the "buying price" of the Bank--that is, the rate 
to be applied when we give foreign currency to the bank in exchange for Vietnamese 
currency. Conversely, when customers give it Vietnamese currency in exchange for 
foreign currency, the Bank will apply a "selling price" at another exchange rate-- 
for example, 1 French franc for 1.595 Vietnamese dong. This is in line with the 
normal business operation effected by all banks in the world. We do not publish 
the selling price list here because it does not concern, the life of overseas Viet- 
namese (when they send money home or when they exchange foreign currencies during 
their visit to the country). 





-30 percent if the foreign currency to be exchanged has a value of less than 10,000 
Vietnamese dong (by applying the abovementioned exchange rates); and 

-40 percent if the foreign currency to be exchanged has a value of 10,000 Vietnamese 
dong or more. 


Here is a concrete example: An overseas Vietnamese sends 1,000 French francs to 
his relatives at home. Like all other banks, the Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank will 
take 1 percent for service charge--that is, 10 French francs in this case. The 
remaining 990 French francs will be exchanged at the official rate as follows: 


990 X 1.579 = 1,563.21 Vietnamese dong to which a reward of 30 percent [of 1,563.21 
Vietnamese dong] will be added. The total will be 2,032.17 dong. 


With the former official exchange rate (1 French franc for 0.53 dong) and the 120 
percent reward, the abovementioned sum of money would bring in only 1,154.34 dong. 


"Certificates" 


Moreover, on receiving money from their relatives abroad through the Foreign Trade 
Bank, the people at home will be issued a "Foreign Currency Exchange Certificate” 
which will permit them to buy commodities at special shops. 


Following up the abovementioned example, if an overseas Vietnamese sends 1,000 French 
francs to his relatives at home, the latter will receive 2,032.17 dong together 

with a certificate stating tht they had exchanged foreign currency valued at 1,563.21 
dong (this value being calculated on the basis of the official exchange rate and 
excluding the 30-percent reward). With this certificate, his relative at home will 
be entitled to buy import goods or commodities intended for export at the Ben Thanh 
shop or the "Imex" shops in Ho Chi Minh City. They may buy once or many times until 
the value of all the goods bought totals exactly 1,563.21 dong. 


To avoid misunderstandings and undeserved complaints, we must reiterate that the 
abovementioned rates (and the figures shown in the example) may be modified according 
to the market situation. In practice, the Vietnam State Bank usually readjusts 

the rates once every 6 months or whenever some major change occurs to the interna- 
tional market. In fact, from 6 July to 1 September, the Bank continued to apply 

the abovementioned rates though the U.S. dollar rate had jumped from 5.7 to 6.00 
French francs on the international market. 
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PHAM VAN DONG SPEAKS TO SUPPLY SECTOR

[Text] On the afternoon of 19 October 1981 the Ministry of Supply held a cere- 
mony to celebrate the 20th anniversary of the Vietnam supply sector. The anni- 
versary falls on 18 October. 


In the course of the anniversary celebrations, cadres and workers were very 
pleased to welcome Council of Ministers Chairman Pham Van Dong who addressed 
them. 


After pointing out the essential and important role of supply in the national 
economy and commending cadres and office and manual workers of the supply sector 
for their efforts over the past 20 years, Chairman Pham Van Dong said: 


The supply sector must quickly establish an organizational system for the manage- 
ment and trading of materials. This system must include a unified structure for 
the management of materials from the central down to the grassroots level and 
must be organized so as to produce the best results. 


Touching on the urgent tasks of the supply sector at present, the chairman 
stressed: The supply sector must struggle harder to stamp out negative phenomena 
in the sector itself as well as in society so as to gradually do away with the 
loss, wastage and theft of state-owned materials and property. It must satis- 
factorily carry out the task of receiving materials and goods imported from 

other countries and simultaneously must attach great importance to thrift in 

the supply and use of materials, regerding austerity as a national policy. it 
must formulate specific plans to s+ |. misuse of materials, especially the mis- 
use of such strategic materials as gasoline, oil, iron and steel. 


In conjunction with efforts to strictly economize on the use of materials 
imported from other countries, the supply sector must quickly study the possi- 
bility of organizing the production of various kinds of materials and replace- 
ment spare parts domestically in order to meet current demands in production. 


The chairman urged the supply sector to concentrate on satisfactorily carrying 
out the following five tasks during this year and in the years ahead: 


--Establish an organizational system for managing the supply and trading of 
materials, and formulate an appropriate supply plan. 





--Apply the system of economic accountancy and profitable trade. 


--Work out measures to prevent and gradually do away with theft and waste of 
materials. 


--Formulate plans to economize on the use of materials and evaluate the effect 
of such plans. 


--Prepare programs of activity and targets to be achieved for each specific 
period by the entire sector.

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AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS PRICE POLICY DECISION 
BK131140 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GMT 10 Oct 81 


[Text] On 26 September, the Council of Ministers issued Decision No 95-HDBT on 
the purchasing prices of agricultural products and the selling prices of pro- 
duction materials applied to collective and family ecoromies in the north, the 
provinces along the southern Trung Bo coastline and in the central highlands. 


The Council of Ministers points out the following guidelines and principles for 
the implementation of purchasing prices of various kinds of agricultural products: 


1. Purchasing prices of agricultural products must be determined within the 
general framework of the national economy aimed at achieving increased production; 
encouraging agricultural cooperatives, production collectives and peasants to sell 
more products to the state; accelerating the movement for agricultural coopera- 
tivization; and consolidating new production relations in the rural areas. 


2. Purchasing prices must be linked reasonably to production output and produc- 
tion costs so as to enable the producers to cover all the expenses involved in 


production fully and earn profits accordingly. 


3. Efforts must be made to ensure a reasonable rate of exchange between the pur- 
chase prices of agricultural products and the prices of production materials and 
consumer goods sold to the peasants by the state on the general principle that 
the state will not be compelled to absorb losses while agricultural cooperatives, 
production collectives and the peasants get their profits. 


4+. The purchase prices of paddy in the northern provinces, the provinces along 
“he southern Trung Bo coastline and in the central highlands must be based on 
-nose in the Red River Delta region in order to ensure reasonable price differen- 
tials *mong various regions due to different production conditions in terms of 
land, water and weather in each region. It is also necessary to use the purchase 
prices of paddy and the production costs of each kind of agricultural product in a 
rational manner in fixing the purchase prices of such subsidiary crops as dried 
sw°et potatoes and manioc and other agricultural products used as raw materials 
for industry and for the production of export goods within the framework of a 
reasonable rate of exchange among various kinds of crops in different regions. 


>. The state will apply a two-price policy for the purchase of agricultural 
products in the iocalities mentioned above. It will purchase these products 











within set quotas at directed or fixed prices and beyond the obligation norm at 
agreed-upon prices. 


The purchase prices of various kinds of agricultural products are as follows: 
1. Purchase prices of grain within set quotas. 
A. Purchase prices of paddy: 


In Zone One--including Thai Binh, Hai Hung, Ha Nam Ninh and Ha Son Binh Provinces, 
with the exception of former Hoa Binh and Hanoi and Haiphong City--prices will be 
adjusted from 0.52 or 0.56 dong per kg at present to 2.50 dong or to 2.75 dong in 
localities where production is facing difficulties. 


In Zone Two--including Vinh Phu, Ha Bac and Thanh Hoa Provinces--prices will be 
adjusted from 0.56 or 0.60 dong per kg at present to 2.75-3.00 dong. 


in Zone Three, including the provinces from Nghe Tinh to Thuan Hai--prices will be 
adjusted from 0.60 or 0.65 dong per kg at present to 3.00-3.30 dong or up to 3.50 
dong in localities encountering great difficulties. 


Zone Four--including provinces in the mountainous region and localities in the 
highland areas of the provinces belonging to the three above-mentioned zones-- 
prices will be adjusted from 0.65 or 0.72 dong per kg at present to 3.30-3.50 

dong. 


8. The purchase prices of dried corn, sweet potato and manioc: 


Purchase prices of corn will be adjusted from 0.65 per kg at present to 3.20 in 
Nghe Tinh and other localities in the mountainous region and from 0.58 dong per kg 
at present to 2.75 dong in the Red River Delta region and localities. 


The purchase prices of dried sweet potato will be adjusted from 0.65 dong per kg 
to 2.70 or 3.20 dong, depending on production conditions and the habit of con- 
sumption of subsidiary crops in each zone. 


The purchase prices of dried manioc in each zone--0.75 dong per kg at present-- 

will be increased by 60-120 percent of the paddy prices in that zone, depending 

on production conditions, production output and quality, that is, whether it can 
be used for immediate consumption or as raw material for industry.

-. The purchase prices of animal husbandry products within set quotis. 

The purchase prices of pork: From 18 to 20 dong per kg for pigs weighing from 
40-60 kg per head and an increase of 10 percent of the directed prices for pork 
purchasing from the grain belts of cities and industrial complexes. 


The decision also specifies the purchase prices of other agricultural products 
within set quotas. 


Regarding the selling prices of agricultural production materials according to 





The selling prices of insecticide will be applied in accordance with the State 
Pricing Commission's Decision No 35/VCNN/TLFX dated 28 August 1981. The wage 
for plowing land by tractor in areas from Thuan Hai Province northward is 250 
dong per hectare. Rates for irrigation and water conservancy services will be 
announced later. 


Regarding organization and supervision of the application of these prices, the 
decision specifies: 


1. The application of these directed or fixed purchase and selling prices must 
be carried out along with the acceleration of production, improvement of economic: 
management, transformation of socialism, the perfection of socialist production 
relations in agriculture and the strengthening of market management. 


2. The State Pricing Commission, people's committees of provinces and cities 
and information and propaganda organs must extensively disseminate the contents 
of this decision to enable peasants and cadres to understand clearly that the 
state policy of adjusting the purchase prices of agricultural products, the 
selling prices of production materials and the retail prices of consumer goods 
is aimed at serving and encouraging production development and appropriately 
settling the relations between capital accumulation and consumption between the 
State and peasants and between workers and peasants. 


3. On the basis of the standard prices specified in this decision, the State 
Pricing Commission, in coordination with various ministries, shall handle the 
purchase and supply of products and fix and announce the purchase and selling 
prices of specific products according to their quality. Lists of the purchase 
prices of agricultural products and the selling prices of production materials 
in each locality must be made public. Localities, state-operated and collective 
purchasing and supplying organizations must abide by these price lists. They 
have no right to increase or decrease prices arbitrarily, which may cause losses 
to the state and the peasants and result in uneven exchange rates between indus- 
trial and agricultural products which the state has correctly fixed. 


Ginhcerning the differences in prices according to regions, the State Pricing Com- 
mission, drawing on the stipulations in the Council of Ministers Resolution No 
1\U-CP of 8 January 1978, advises sectors and localities not to adjust price 
differences according to regions by themselves. The people's committees of 
provinces and cities have specifically fixed the agreed-upon purchasing and 
selling prices within the framework of the Council of Ministers directed prices 
designed for each crop and locality according to reasonable exchange rates 
between the purchase prices of agricultural products and the selling prices of 
production materials. The State Pricing Commission, ministries responsible for 
the purchase and supply of products and materials and people's committees of all 
echelons must closely follow up the purchasing and selling activities and review 
market management and prices in order to correct mistakes and shortcomings 
promptly and ensure scrupulous implementation of the state's promulgated policy. 


+. The new directed or fixed prices specified in this decision are applied to 
collective and family economies in all localities of the north and provinces 
along the southern Trung Bo coastline and in the central highlands as of 








Regarding the products of state farms, ministries and general departments 
responsible for production management must study and recommend wholesale prices 


for approval. Pending their approval, the above-mentioned purchasing prices 
are to be temporarily applied to collective and family economies. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF GRAIN DISTRIBUTION

|Text] For several years now, despite many difficulties in grain production, the 
state has made great efforts to ensure the distribution of grain to nonagricul- 
tural people according to standardized rations and stabilized prices. 


Entering the new revolutionary stage, the economic development becomes a central 
task along with the urgent requirements for accelerating production and improving 
the people's livelihood. As the problems of organization and economic manage- 
ment in accordance with the socialist procedures have been raised, the old policy 
of grain distribution is no longer suitable. The expanded system of rationed 
distribution has become a widespread system of subsidization seriously tending to 
egalitarianism, which violates the principle of distribution according to labor, 
impedes the development of production, interferes with circulation, causes losses 
in manpower and commodities, creates false demands and a psychology of petty 
hoarding, and leads to many negative phenomena in the economic and social lives. 


The improvement of grain distribution has, therefore, become an urgent requirement. 
The struggle guideline is to quickly shift from the system of widespread subsi- 
dization to a socialist business system. On this basis, we should vigorously 
develop the role and influence of socialist trade over grain production and con- 
sumption, surge forward to resolve the grain problem, and positively contribute 
to developing the economy under the current 5-year plan. This is a very impor- 
tant and difficult objective fraught with many problems which cal) ‘or a radical 
solution which is to vigorously accelerate grain production while enhancing 
thrift in grain use and the strict management of distribution and circulation. 

We should ensure that large quantities of grain and commodities are concentrated 
into the state hands for distribution in a way which is most beneficial to social- 
ist construction and national defense. 


The improvement of grain distribution must be aimed at this objective. The 
following are the specific measures to be taken: 


1. Improve the policies, procedures and prices concerning the sales of grain to 
various consumers and the use of grain in meeting various demands. At a time 
when the need to balance grain distribution within the state field is still 





and to meet all demands. As a result, we should further oppose widespread subsi- 
dization through grain distribution by classifying various objectives and demands 
in order to properly adopt the policies, procedures and prices concerning each 
objective and demand. 


With regard to workers and civil servants, we should continue to maintain the 
system of grain distribution according to standardized rations and at the cur- 
rent retail supply prices. 


With regard to those people and collectives engaged in fisheries, salt work, 
planting of vegetables and industrial crops, construction, transportation and 
handicrafts and artisan industries who have some economic relations with the 
state through various contracts and orders, and who sell products to the state, 
they may buy grain from the state at the newly directed retail prices, depending 
on the extent to which their economic contracts with the state has been filled. 
When the state changes its grain sales prices, it will also adjust the prices at 
which it collects, purchases and orders products as appropriate. 


with regard to producers, businessmen and other self-employers who have not any 
economic relations with the state, they will be distributing grair «t the com 
mercial prices, depending on the availability of commodities. 

2. Concentrate the distribution forces on the main tasks and targets. When we 
meet with some difficulties in balancing grain distribution, priority in the use 
of the forces must be given to the most needy objectives, such as the armed 
forces, workers and civil servants in the most critical areas, major cities, 
northern border provinces, industrial complexes and vital state construction 
project sites. Ensuring the distribution of grain tu. the aforementioned objec- 
tives and areas is also of great significance to the stabilization of markets 
and prices, and bears a good effect on production and the state collection, 
surchase and control of commodities. 


}. Provide price subsidies for office and manual workers in areas capable of 
solving their own demands for grain without needing grain supplies from the 
state. Not only is this measure instrumental in reducing the quantities of grain 
tv be supplied and transported by the state, but it is also suitable to the work- 
ing and Living conditions of those people working in the rural areas, as these 
people and their families have planted grain crops and are able to conveniently 
surchase grain at the local market. 


+. Regularly inspect the distribution of grain to those who are entitled to it 

in accordance with their requirements. Quickly detect and deal with those cases 
involving the false declaration of the number of people entitled to grain, and 

the violation of the state's policies and the system governing grain distribu- 
tion. [t is necessary to struggle against frauds and losses and ensure economical 
use of grain. As an immediate task, we must closely link such inspections with 
the current efforts to classify those people who are entitled to grain in various 
areas. Through the classification we may detect many grain distribution irregu- 
larities. 





5. Satistactorily regulate the distribution of grain and closely control the 
quantities of goods in each phase. With the production and consumption of grain 
in various areas throughout the country still imbalanced, it is very important 
fer us to achieve a balance between the production and consumption of grain. 
This must be carried out in a scrupulous and timely manner. We must especially 
refrain from acting on our own in the implementation of various grain procure- 
ment orders. In addition, responsible organizations must closely control and 
satisfactorily protect the grain stock, both in quantity and quality throughout 
its purchase, storage, processing, transportation and distribution. They must 
resolutely prevent and minimize damage, losses and decreasing quality of grain 
in order to avoid losses for the state and an impact on the consumers. All the 
above-mentioned managerial measures must be closely linked with efforts to 
strengthen market management, to struggle against negative phenomena, and to 
severely punish speculative hoarders and those who have stolen state-owned 
yrain. 


6. Improve organization and distribution methods. The grain distribution net- 
work must be rearranged and reorganized to suit new policies and methods in order 
to render convenient services to consumers. All shopping outlets must strive to 
provide sufficient and regular supplies to consumers, especially to key consumers 
and areas. They must struggle to ensure the quality of goods for sale and to 
minimize bureaucratic red tape which is inconvenient for the buyers. 


The above measures can only be satisfactorily carried out through the close 
leadership and guidance of the party committee echelons concerned and the 
administration at all levels, through the ei.orts and socialist cooperation of 
various sectors concerned, especially the grain sector, and through the people's 
active cooperation and participation. 
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PDETORLTAL URCES STATE TRADE SECTOR TO CONTROL SOURCES OF GOODS

[Text | To help improve distribution and circulation, the socialist commercial 
ccotor has made great efforts since the beginning of this year to intensify the 
purchase of goods ind to grasp their sources. In the southern provinces, in 
particular, fairly satisfactory norms have been achieved in purchasing many kinds 
of agricultural and food products such as soybeans and other types of beans, un- 
lulled peanuts, pork, tobacco and sugar. For some categories of goods, the norms 
ittained are several times higher than those obtained in the same period last year. 
The progress made in the purchasing task reflects a production development and 
simultaneously demonstrates the appropriateness of the purchasing system. Under 
this system, the exchange of goods between the state and the peasantry has been 
directly effected at rational and proportional price rates between agricultural and 
industrial products, thereby ensuring the peasants’ benefit while effecting a 
rapprochement between the prices of agricultural products and those of industrial 
ies, which will be beneficial to industrial development. 


Though having been on the increase, the volume of agricultural products purchased 
does not vet fulfill the planned requirements and is still small compared with the 
amount of products and commodities in circulation. In many areas, traders are 
still buying goods competitively and disturbing the market. Problems relating to 
the packing and transportation of goods have not yet been solved satisfactorily. 
Difficulties are still experienced in purchasing industrial goods and controlling 
their sources. While certain enterprises are infringing discipline in the delivery 
of products, the commercial organization fails to take energetic and positiv> 


measures to grasp the sources of commodities. For various reasons, the buying 
prices are not yet rational so that the state trade sector sometimes has to buy the 
same category of product at different prices from enterprises and has even to pay 


more for a subsidiary, second-quality product or commodity than for a staple, first- 


quality one. 


Overcoming the above-mentioned difficulties and shortcomings, stepping up the pur- 
chase of goods and concentrating their sources in the state is a task of prime impor- 
tance of the commercial sector. Only by grasping the sources of goods can socialist 
trade become master of the market, plan the circulation of goods and provide enough 
cupplies for cities, industrial zones, manual and office workers and the armed 


Torces 





To master the sources of goods, it is necessary for commercial organizations--both 
those engaged in purchase and those specialized in wholesale--to apply new buying 
and selling methods and to completely shift from a pluralistic administrative 
system to a commercial business mechanism, Instead of doing business for the mere 
purpose of making a profit, these organizations must aim at fulfilling the role of 
the entire society's housewife by doing business to accomplish their task of sup- 
plying goods and managing the market in order to promote production and the 
people's life. Acting as a bridge between production and consumption, the commer- 
cial sector must not show a passive attitude by waiting for the delivery of goods to 
start selling them or by selling only the amount of goods at its disposal; on the 
contrary, it must take the initiative in urging on production, creating sources of 
goods and purchasing commodities in order to stimulate production development. A 
regular duty of every trade corporation is to get to thoroughly know the market 

gnd consumption needs in order to be able to place orders of goods on the produc- 
tien secter and te practically help create new production capacities; at the same 
time, it most get in touch with production installations to establish trading 
relationships and to help them overcome difficulties and obstacles in the produc- 
tion process, thereby actively creating sources of goods and firmly controlling 
them. An effective method would be to simultaneously apply two formulas--buying 
according to two-way contracts and buying at agreed prices. Two-way contracts are 
the principal formula to be applied to cooperatives and production collectives. 

fhe more broadly this formula is applied, the more beneficial it will prove because 
it will turn the exchange of materials and goods between the state and production 
installations into » stabilized, organized and planned procedure in strict accordance 
with the price policy. 


fhe dealings in industrial and commercial goods must also be effected by contracts 
‘igned with enterprises. The ordering of goods must constantly be expanded and 
perfected with a view to firmly grapsing the sources of goods and to simultaneously 
ensuring that the products meet ever more satisfactorily the market demands in 

juant ity, quality, standards and types of goods. The small industry and handicraft 
secter is tully capable of producing consumer goods. To firmly ensure that the 
sources of goods produced by this sector are exploited, it is necessary to correctly 
implement policies on prices, raw materials and grains with the aim of encouraging 
collective and individual organizations to enthusiastically produce and sell goods

these tasks eannot be satistactorily fulfilled without a strong organization. Pur- 
chasing organizations belonging to the state need be continuously strengthened with 
regard to both their mechanisms and their material and technical facilities.

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PRIVATE MERCHANTS' ROLE IN PURCHASING PADDY TO BE MINIMIZED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 17 Sep 81 p 2 


[Article by Tran Van Minh: “Using Private Merchants to Purchase Grains in Hau 


Ciang"] 


[Text] Of the total amount of grains purchased every year in Hau Giang, the 

volume going through the medium of private merchants represents 70 percent and more 
while the quantity bought directly from peasants is only less than 30 percent. In 
view of the fact that the contingent of cadres is still insufficient and weak, that 
the buying network is still undeveloped and that there is still a shortage of 
mitcrial facilities, the grain sector has employed private merchants to buy and 
collect the rice which the people need to sell. On the other hand, because oi a 
lack of transportation means, peasant households who have five or seven gia [20 

kgs each| of paddy and who need to sell them have been obliged to sell through the 
nedium of private merchants in order to save time to do more profitable things. 


Actually, grain purchase through the medium of private merchants is quite compli- 
oated. When buying from peasants, private merchants usually try to lower the price, 
to buy on the basis of each gia, to make a distinction between different qualities 
such as freshness, dryness and the percentage of impurities and to offer different 
prices. Yet, before delivering grains to the state warehouses, they mix up all 
types of grain into a single category which they call good-quality grain and sell 
at the price fixed by the state. In some areas, they dampen paddy by spraying 
water on it in order to increase its weight and make a profit. Taking advantage of 
shortcomings in the grain quality control, many private merchants have bribed 
cadres and connived with them in carrying out fraudulent weighing and in improperly 
implementing regulations on the control of quality and categorization. They have 
even tried to find means to send away peasants coming to directly sell paddy to 

the grain purchase stations. Their usual trick is to have their men stand in a 
long line in front of grain purchase stations at an early time in order to force 
peasants having brought in their paddy to wait for a long time. Many peasants who 
have come to sell five or seven gia of paddy and who have waited all the day long 
without having their paddy weighed lose their temper and immediately sell their 
paddy to the private merchants right at the door of the purchase station. 


‘he private merchants’ trick of offering low prices to peasants is a widespread 
practice. <After making sure that most peasants will have to sell paddy through 
their medium, the private merchants resort to another trick to exploit them. While 








the purchase is in full swing, they slow down the purchase tempo and launch the 
rumor that “since the buying price set by the state is too low, peasants are 
unwilling to sell paddy" and that "this is the reason why it is possible to 
purchase only a small amount of paddy." Because of a frequent failure to carry 
out the necessary investigations to fully understand the situation, many areas 
have asked the management agencies at the higher level to raise the price. Seeing 
that the money disbursed and commodities mobilized by the state cannot catch up 
with the purchase tempo, private merchants then spend a lot of money buying price 
at a very low price because they know they can take advantage of the peasants’ 
willingness to sell paddy at a lower price provided cash is paid them immediately. 


Apart from the amount ot paddy they buy for and sell to the state, private mer- 
chants withhold another amount of paddy of fairly good quality, hull it and then 
sell the rice in the market at a lower price. 


Some people say that the grain sector has been able to satisfactorily fulfill the 
paddy mobilization norm only because it has secured the private merchants’ assis- 
tance in buying and collecting grain. In reality, making use of the private 
merchants" activities is an appropriate measure at a time when the purchase net- 
work is stili thin and unable to meet the requirements of purchase, collection and 
transportation. But it is unadvisable to protract this situation and to neglect 
inspection and control. It is necessary to quickly set up purchase stations in 
villages to purchase and receive grain directly from peasants. 


Paddy and rice production in Hau Giang has a commercial character and peasants 
produce rice with the objective of selling it. If the purchase organizations set 
up by the state prove convenient, peasants will sell directly to the state without 
using private merchants as intermediaries. To grasp commodities at their very 
sources, grain purchase organizations of the state must improve their business 
ictivities. In Hau Giang, there are 170 villages each of which can mobilize 
thousands of tons of paddy on the average each year. Since the Hau Giang grain 
sector already has 145 fixed purchase teams, it must continue to strengthen and 
establish a purchase station in each village or associated village to assume the 
task of collecting and carrying paddy from land to water transportation means and 
to groups of warehouses subordinate to the district and provincial levels in order 
to make the current task of mobilizing a large volume of grain effective.

\larmed that the city was, literally, 
moving to a dollar-based economy with 
inflation at an almost immeasurably 
high rate, the Cabinet last month 
ordered all Vietnamese and foreigners 
to turn in their foreign currency, sell 
and or register their gold, silver and 
precious stones, devalued the dong by 
some 350 per cent to 8.08 to the dollar, 
and issued a new form of dollar scrip 

From that first announcement in the 
Hanol newspaper New Hanoi (a jour- 
nal circulated only in the capital), 
confusion began to reign 

One announcement, repeated 
several times, said that al! gold, silver 
and precious stones had to be sold to 
the State Bank at prevailing prices 
Even stores engaged only in cleaning 
jewelry would have to apply for spe- 
cial licences 


This was followed by an article in 
the official communist newspaper 
Nhan Dan by State Bank officer Pham 
Ngoc Phong the day before the July 31 
deadline for legal sales of the foreign 
currencies and jewelry. Phong's 
story said that Vietnamese had to 
register their gold, silver and die- 
monds, but would be allowed to keep 

- with no fear of confiscation, just 
over an ounce of gold, 11 ounces of 
siiver and three carats of diamonds, a 
not inconsiderable amount. 

To this day, according to travellers 
from Hanoi, no one is quite sure just 
what the real rule is. 

Vietnamese holding “hard” foreign 
currency, preferably US dollars, were 
given half of it in the new scrip for use 
in foreign-currency shops usually inac- 
cessible to them and the rest in a dong 
bank deposit at the devalued rate. 

Residents report that thousands of 
Vietnamese mobbed thre foreign cur

items such as foreign cigarettes yo 
liquor, canned Coca Cola, radios and 
tape recorders simply unavailable on 
the local economy. 

For the foreigners there was also 
chaos, since for and services 
which foreigners to pay for in 
dollars — hotels, car rentals, airplane 
tickets and simply changing money for 
use on the economy — real US dollars 
were no longer acceptable. 

Instead, they had to exchange their 
hard currency for Vietnamese ‘‘ex- 
change certificates” or “dollar As." A 
wartime slang left over from the days 
of the American military's scrip more 
commonly refers to the “Vietnamese 
dollars” as red dollars, the colour of 
the first scrip one<dollar bills used in 
Saigon 


Here, an incredible bureaucracy 
that would have had Job raging and 
pounding a desk, reigned supreme. 
The first problem, naturally enough, 
was that there were very few red 
dollars available. 

Regulations on who could get the 
dollars, and how and where they could 
be obtained, conflicted seemingly 
from desk to desk within the banks, 
government money changing offices, 


“I suppose they'll get it all worked 
out in the end,” said one Hanoi resi- 
dent on a short Bangkok vacation. 


“But in the meantime, it's the most 


bit like travellers’ cheques, although 
even more complicated. 

A bank official must sign, stamp and 
date by hand each of the scrip notes, 
and the purchaser must also sign when 
he exchanges. 

When the note is actually spent, the 
user must count 

The red dollars are good only for a 
year from date of issue and It is against 
the law to remove even one from 
Vietnam. 

The reason for this last regulation is 
undoubtedly at least partly to try to 
guard against counterfeiting. The red 
dollars are on simple paper and look 
more like a lottery ticket than money. 

One unlucky embassy aide was given 
the task of exchanging 1,000 US dollars 





for 1,000 red dollars and presented 
himself at the appropriate bank wicket 
to complete the deal. 

Officially, red dollars come in de- 
nominations of 1, 5, 20 and 50 dollars. 
But the horrified aide found that the 
bank had only the §1 denominations on 
hand. 

He had to wait for the Vietnamese 
official to sign, stamp and date each 
one of the 1,000 bills, and then had to 
sign — and later countersign when he 
spent the lot on an embassy bil! — each 
one as well.

Text! To develop the responsibility of the workers, civil servants and trade 
unions in the struggle to solve the grain problem, the Vietnam Confederation oi 
frade Unions [VCTU] on 29 September issued Directive No 18CT-TCD urging trade 
unions at all levels to carry out setisfactorily the following tasks: 


--Conduct propaganda among the workers and civil servants to explain to them 

that solving the grain problem at present is one of the party's important, urgent 
and strategic tasks and to make them understand fully all the concrete policies 
ind measures adopted by the party and the state to solve this problem. This is 
aimed at enabling them to develop their sense of collective mastery so that, 
towether with their families and units, they can contribute positively to the 
implementation of these policies and measures in their localities. 


--Step up the emulation movement among workers and civil servants to support 
igricultural production in accordance with Resolution No 3 of the VCTU Executive 
ommittee and the guiding plan of the VCTU Secretariat so that, together with the 
peasant class, they can contribute positively to the fulfillment of all agricul- 
tural production plans. Attention must be given on a priority basis to districts 
and major grain-producing localities. 


-~-Satisfactorily accelerate and launch the movement of workers and civil servants 
to increase grain and food production and, in the immediate future, to plant 
winter and winter-spring grain and food crops actively. It is necessary for 
trade union locals to set production norms in a specific and practical manner 

© as to help increase the source of grain for their members’ families and 
society alike. 


‘Oo carry out these tasks, trade unions at all levels should implement Directive 
No 306/TTG dated 18 November 1980 of the SRV premier--which provided instructions 
lor workers and civil servants to produce part of the grain for their own use-- 
and Plan No 28DS/TCD dated 26 November 1980 of the VCTU--which provided guidance 


for the movement to increase grain and food production among workers and civil 
servants. 


it is necessary co provide practical guidance so that the emulation movement can 
be carried out vigorously among the workers and civil servants and in the 





communications and transportation sector. Efforts should also be made to moti- 
vate everyone to help fulfill the grain collection plan satisfactorily and to 
enhance a sense of responsibility for the struggle to preserve grain against 
theft, waste, damage and loss while improving the transportation and distribution 
systems. 


Effective from October 1981, instead of supplying them with grain, the Council of 
Ministers will give cash compensation to workers and civil servants who, having 
left their families behind in the countryside to take up jobs in the districts 
and cities, can afford their own grain rations. 


[t is, therefore, necessary for all provincial and municipal trade union federa- 
tions and district and city trade unions to grasp the status of the workers and 
civil servants firmly in order to make suggestions to the party committee and 
people's committee echelons and sectors concerned in their localities, so that 
concrete measures can be adopted to settle their problems. 


They must avoid giving cash compensation to these workers and civil servants 
indiscriminately or leaving them without grain at a time when they still cannot 
afford their own rations. It is also necessary for all these trade union federa- 
tions and trade unions to participate in assessing grain prices in order to be 
able to determine cash compensation differentials quickly and settle other 
matters concerning these workers and civil servants conveniently. 


Trade unions at various levels in all localities and sectors should observe the 
implementation of these policies toward workers and civil servants in their 
localities, sectors and units closely in order to be able to discover and dis- 
cuss any difficulties or obstacles with the local party committee and administra- 
tion echelons and sectors and report them to the higher echelons promptly. 


Meanwhile, all provincial and municipal trade union federations and district and 
city trade unions should guide trade union locals and inspection teams and 
workers’ control committees--those assigned to supervise the protection, trans- 
portation, supply and distribution of grain at various establishments of the 
grain sector--in investigating the cases involving falsified reports on grain 
stocks at certain state farms and state organs and enterprises, so that efforts 
can be made to recover stolen grain and legal actions can be taken against any 
violations.

REPORT ON DEVELOPMENT OF NORTHERN COOPERATIVES 
BK121331 Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Sep 81 p 1 
[VNA report} 


[Text] There are now 6,708 agricultural cooperatives in the northern midland 
and mountain provinces. This figure accounts for 60.5 percent of the total num- 
ber of cooperatives and one-third of the arable land in the north (excluding 
nearly 1,800 cooperatives in the mountain areas of the northern delta and former 


; 


Zone 4 provinces). 


In recent years, the cooperativization movement in the northern midlands and 
mountain areas has mde headway in strengthening organization, improving manage- 
ment and maintaining production. Many new factors in management and production 
organization have emerged and have exerted a positive impact on various locali- 
ties and grassroots units. 


Along with readjusting the scale of cooperatives to a reasonable level and 
organizing production units on an appropriate scale--thereby creating favorable 
conditions for cooperatives to stabilize organization quickly, improve manage- 
ment and step up production--the mountain provinces have also provided them with 
more guidance and have concentrated efforts on strengthening hundreds of weak or 
inefficient cooperatives and organizing a number of new ones. In Hoang Lien Son 
Province, 127 cooperatives have been strengthened. In Lang Son Province, more 
satisfactory efforts in strengthening cooperatives have prompted 90 percent of 
the peasant households in five of the six border districts to join collective 
production organizations. In Cao Bang, Lang Son, Hoang Lien Son and Ha Tuyen 
Provinces, 60 more villages, after satisfactorily strengthening existent 
cooperatives, have established a number of new ones. 


Striking progress has been made by many midland and mountain cooperatives in 
managerial work. This is the fine result they have obtained in applying product 
contracts with labor groups and laborers. 


Most of the midland and mountain cooperatives implemented product contracts for 
the 1980-81 Sth-month spring crop and the 1981 l10th-month crop. More than 1,000 
cooperatives in the 6 mountain provinces, or nearly 19 percent of the coopera- 
tives in the north, also applied product contracts. 





Generally speaking, the cooperatives which have adopted the new contractual sys- 
tem have obtained good results in many fields and have truly contributed to 
strengthening themselves, developing production, increasing their members’ income, 
boosting the accumulation of collectives and augmenting their contributions to the 
state. In the mountain cooperatives in particular, the new contractual system has 
motivated and encouraged the people of various nationalities to pay attention to 
the intensive cultivation of wet rice and upland rice, thereby curbing the 
destruction of forests to create upland fields. For the 1980-81 Sth-month crop, 
the Vinh Hai cooperative in Chiem Hoa, Ha Tuyen Province, applied product con- 
tracts with laborers in cultivating all of its rice and corn. As a result, both 
its rice and corn crops were successful, producing high yields. 


Concerning the rice crop in particular, the area planted in rice went up by 16 
hectares and its yield, the highest ever obtained by Vinh Hai, represented an 
increase of 5 quintals over that of the previous crop. It is noteworthy that, 
as members of the cooperative set aside laborers to carry out intensive cultiva- 
tion on the contracted ricefields satisfactorily, both the rice and corn crops 
were successful and their yields were high. This has enabled the cooperative to 
increase the income of its members and improve their living standards, thus pre- 
venting them from turning to private production work for fear of a food shortage. 
it has also prompted the people of different nationalities in the area to give 


up the old habit of burning forests to create upland fields. 


hus, the Vinh Hai cooperative has succeeded in preventing its members from 
ibandoning the collective and turning to cultivating their families’ upland 
tields. 


Despite scant materials and equipment and despite the difficulties caused by 
natural calamities and enemy sabotage, many midland and mountain cooperatives, 
especially the progressive ones, have maintained and even improved production 
ind the Living standards of their members. 


Many cooperatives have achieved an average annual grain output of approximately 
+00 ke per capita and some have even produced 500 kg per capita. In a number of 
cooperatives, subsidiary food crops have accounted for 40-50 percent of the total 
cultivated area; the amount of grain contributed to the state has reached the 
level of about 1 ton for every planted hectare; agricultural products such as tea, 
soybeans, tobacco, sasanqua, tung tree and so forth, have been sold to the state 
tor the first time; the value of a man-day has increased to 1 dong or more, or 
|.» to 2 kg of grain; and the monthly amount of grain distributed for personal 
consumption has gone up to about 20 kg per capita. In addition, some coopera- 
tives have excelled in a number of jobs and have gained valuable experience in 
production work. 


However, the midland and mountain cooperatives still have some weaknesses which 
must be overcome. For instance, their organization and production have not yet 
con stabilized; the quality of the cooperativization movement in general is 

still low, especially as far as the collectivization of the means of production 
and managerial work are concerned; and the leadership and management organiza- 
tion of various sectors and echelons are still not suitable to the characteristics 
of the midlands and mountain areas or the cooperatives established there. 





Moreover, many state policies and regulations bearing directly on the tasks of 
strengthening cooperatives and developing agricultural and forestry production-- 
such as the policies on investment, on the prices applied in the collection and 
purchase of products, on distribution and circulation, on the basic and 

advanced training of cadres, and so forth--have not yet been satisfactorily 
implemented by various sectors and echelons. 


For the coming period, on the basis of firmly grasping the tasks of developing 
agricultural and forestry production and the need to improve managerial work, 
the northern midland and mountain provinces have adopted measures aimed at 
strengthening the organization of cooperatives and enhancing their managerial 
work. These measures are also designed simultaneously to promote production in 
the immediate future and create favorable conditions for cooperatives to develop 
long-term production in a fashion consistent with the characteristics and condi- 
tions of each area. The provinces will also combine consolidating and developing 
cooperatives with consolidating villages and strengthening the district level. 
They will also ensure solidarity among the people of different nationalities and 
closely coordinate economic building with national defense efforts. 


The provinces will determine a logical production orientation and production 
pattern for each cooperative; make another study of the situation so as to deter- 
mine a logical form and scale of organization for cooperatives; and study and 
carry out the decentralization of managerial responsibility for production, 
trading and distribution activities in cooperatives to suit the characteristics 
of each locality. The provinces will continue to promote the application of 
product contracts in cooperatives and study ways to satisfactorily resolve the 
problem of policies aimed at further consolidating cooperatives and promoting 

the development of production. 


he provinces will step up the training of cadres for cooperatives, especially 
cadres recruited from among the various ethnic minority groups, so as to develop 
the cooperativization movement in the midlands and mountain areas steadily and in 
the right direction.

{Review of agricultural news for the past 10 days] 


|Summary) “According to the General Statistics Department, as of 5 October, 

the northern provinces and cities had harvested more than 75,000 hectares of 
LOth-month rice, or more than 5 percent of the cultivated area. This was twice 
as much as the area they harvested during the same period last year. Hai Hung 
Province, working at a fairly brisk pace, has to date harvested nearly 20,000 
hectares, while Ha Bac Province has reaped more than 10,000 hectares. Meanwhile, 
ja Nam Ninh, Thanh Hoa, Bac Thai, Ha Son Bimh and Thai Binh Provinces have 
brought in 3,00C-7,000 hectares each. 


"The yields of the early LOth-month rice already harvested were low, mainly 
because of the serious damage caused by typhoons and leafhoppers to rice plants 
vhile they were heading. The yields of some early 10th-month rice areas affected 
by brown leafhoppers have gone down by 30-50 percent. 


"Various provinces are now making full use of their work forces to harvest the 
l0th-month rice as soon as it ripens so as to free the fields for growing the 
winter crop. The widespread rainfall that came during several days in early 
October has created favorable conditions for the main 10th-month rice crop to 
head. Rice areas that were hit by drought have now been adequately irrigated. 
The drought-stricken rice acreage has been drastically reduced. In the region 
from Thanh Hoa Province southward, however, heavy downpours have caused flooding 
in more than 10,000 hectares of rice in low-lying areas. Those localities 
affected by waterlogging are actively working to save rice. 


“To date, most of the min 10th-month rice crop has headed, while the late 10th- 
month rice crop is continuing to head. Judging by their look, the rice plants 
that have Leaded in various localities promise a fairly good main 10th-month 
crop. In tact, rice plants in many areas are developing more satisfactorily 
than last year. If not affected by leafhoppers, rice yields in these areas may 
exceed those of the early lLOth-month crop. 





“Harmful insects, however, have continued to ravage the 10th-month rice in a 


reduced compared with that of the previous week. At present, about more than 
300,000 hectares are affected, but most of this acreage has been sprayed with 
insecticides. The area hit by brown leafhoppers still amounts to about 60,000- 
70,000 hectares, mest of them planted with sticky rice and the Nong Nghiep 22 
variety. The localities concerned are continuing to spray the affected areas 
with insecticides, striving to prevent the damage caused by brown leafhoppers 
from reaching epidemic proportions. 


"Most noteworthy now is the problem of stem borers. Various localities have 
reported that stem borer larvae and caterpillars have appeared in many places. 
Although the insect density is low, large areas have been affected. All locali- 
ties must remain alert and immediately devise extermination plans so as to pre- 
vent stem borers from developing and causing serious damage. 


"In the south, the planting of the 10th-month crop is drawing to a close. Some 
provinces have basically completed the planting of the 10th-month rice and have 
shifted to caring for the rice plants. As of early October, the southern 
provinces and citi’s had planted more than 1.9 million hectares, fulfilling 92 
percent of the norm. Specifically, Tien Giang Province has overfulfilled its 
rice planting plan by 9 percent and Cuu Long Province by nearly 1 percent. 
Elsewhere, An Giang, Dong Thap, Gia Lai-Cong Tum and other provinces have ful- 
filled their plans by 93-97 percent. Working at a slower pace, some localities 
such as Ben Tre and Phu Khanh Provinces and Ho Chi Minh City have fulfilled only 
more than 80 percent of their rice cultivation plans. Many provinces have 
stopped planting the 10th-month rice after fulfilling only more than 90 percent 
of their plans. A number of provinces in western Nam 3o which are in the habit 
of growing late rice crops are continuing to transplant rice in some more areas. 
Despite these efforts, the southern localities are unlikely to achieve the 
acreage target set for this lOth-month crop season. 


"Although the southern provinces’ LOth-month rice planting plan is not ful- 
tilled, the acreage of l10th-month rice already transplanted represents a sub- 
stantial increase over the same period last year. This is one of the 10th-month 
crop seasons with the largest acreage of rice transplanted. 


"A fact worth noting is that in this year's 10th-month crop the southern 
provinces have planted many new high-yield, leathopper-resistant rice varieties 
such as Nong Nghiep 3A and Nong Nghiep 7A. For this reason, the damage caused 
by harmtul insects to the LOth-month rice crop in the south has been less exten- 
sive than last year. Transplanted on schedule and properly cared for, rice 
plants are developing tairly strongly, promising high yields for the season. 
Various provinces are striving to protect rice from waterlogging and harmful 
insects and preparing to grow the winter-spring rice crop." 


Concerning the planting of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial 
plants, rainfall has slowed down cultivation activities toward the end of last 
week. To date, the northern provinces and cities have grown only more than 
0,000 hectares of these winter crops, fulfilling 14 percent of the norm. 
Despite the tact that the corn and sweet potato planting period is nearly over, 
so far only L/ percent of the sweet potato acreage plan, 16 percent of the corn 
acreage plan and nearly 20 percent of the acreage plan for various vegetables

and leguminous plants have been fulfilled. For soybeans, more than 30 percent of 
the acreage plan has been fulfilled. { 


Now is the best time to plant winter crops. All localities should concentrate 
on quickly growing subsidiary food crops, especially sweet potatoes and corn. 


With regard to animal husbandry, the hog and cattle population has increased, 

but epizootic epidemics are still continuing to reduce their numbers in some areas. 
All localities must try to promptly stamp out these epidemic outbreaks so as to 
prevent them from spreading. 


in the future, the northern provinces siould continue to protect the 1LUth-month 
rice areas not yet harvested, pay attertion to controlling stem borers and step 
up the planting of winter crops. For their part, the southern provinces should 
try to complete the planting of the LOth-month rice crop in mid-October and 
prepare seeds and draft power for the winter-spring crop season.

[Agricultural review for the past 10 days] 


[Summary] “According to statistics provided by the General Statistics Department, 
as of mid-October provinces and cities in the north had harvested 1lOth-month 
rice on more than 140,000 hectares, or more than 10 percent of the sown area." 


By the middle of last week, rain was reported in many areas. "Heavy rains and 
strong monsoon winds hit the former Region 4--from Thanh Hoa to Binh Tri Thien-- 
destroying more than 10,000 hectares of rice and waterlogging tens of thousands 
of hectares of l0th-month rice awaiting harvest. In Nghe Tinh Province more 
than 5,000 hectares of rice were submerged under floodwater and more than 1,V000 
hectares each in Thanh Hoa, Ha Nam Ninh and Ha Son Binh Provinces." These 
localities are making full use of available pumps to save the ricefields from 
being destroyed. 


"In the past week, the insect-infested l0th-month rice area in the northern 
provinces was reduced by nearly 200,000 hectares as compared with the preceding 
week. At present about 150,000 hectares of lOth-month rice are being ravaged 

by insects, particularly brown leafhoppers and stem borers." Localities are 
striving to eradicate insects harmful to rice, determined not to let them spread 
into late-sown l10th-month rice areas. 


"The provinces in the south have concluded the planting of 1LOth-month rice on 
1.92 million hectares, or more than 93 percent of the originally planned target. 
Quang Nam-Danang, Tien Giang and Cuu Long Provinces overplanted their planned 
acreages.” 


As tor the planting of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial crops, 
by mid-October, provinces and cities in the north had been able to plant only 
some 80,000 hectares. Although this planting pace is faster than the same 
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period last year, it is far behind schedule. As evidence, some provinces have 
so far been able to plant only a total of 1,000 hectares of potatoes. 


Localities should concentrate on carrying out the following major tasks in the 
period ahead: 


--The northern provinces should continue to protect l10th-month rice against 
insect destruction and quickly harvest 10th-month rice so as to clear the land 
for planting winter crops. Localities which are faced with waterlogging in 
ricefields should use every means possible to combat waterlogging and should 
satisfactorily care for winter crop areas already sown. 


--The southern provinces should stop planting 10th-month rice and protect the 
LOth-month rice areas already sown from destruction by natural calamities and 
insects. They should make necessary preparations for the cultivation of rice, 
vegetables and subsidiary food crops in the winter-spring season.

PRODUCT CONTRACTING, MANAGEMENT OF AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVES DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Sep 81 p l 


[Editorial: "Broaden the Product Contract System and Improve and Raise the 
Management Standard"] 


[Text] Contracting is a form of economic management. Each form of contract reflects 
specific management subjects. Establishing a product contract with laborers is a 
new form of management which coordinates production organization md labor assign- 
ment with remuneration according to the production result, which is aimed at direct- 
ly associating the laborers’ responsibilities and rights with the end product and 
which requires cooperative management to meet the demands of the new form of con- 
tract and to build diverse managerial aspects into a suitable mechanism. 


Crop product contracting must conform to a rational production pattern for each 
agricultural season and crop. Based on the production guidelines set forth acco-d- 
ing to the regional project, each cooperative must arrange an appropriate produc- 
tion pattern in order to be able to fully use the land and labor potential and to 
simultaneously create condition: to transform and increase land fertility. Only 

by applying a progressive production pattern can a cooperative effectively manage 
and use all types of land entrusted by contract to its members for complete culti- 
vation, prevent unilateral practices in carrying out the contract, obtain the even 
development of all kinds of crop in each agricultural season and create favorable 
conditions for the contractors to interplant different crops. 


The plan drawn up by a cooperative will serve as a basis for assigning works on 
contract. For this reason, this plan must exactly reflect the theme of the produc- 
tion plan from the Cinancial point of view. It must determine production develop- 


ment norms, ensure a balance among labor, technical supplies and capital and 
rationally resolve problems regarding income and expenditures for each sector, crop 
and production team. When applying the product contract system to laborers, this 
plan must be more meticulous and must determine a symmetry between various produc- 
tion factors for each piece of field. Raising the planning standard is simul- 
taneously heightening the accounting level so as to do profitable business to 
increase the cooperative members’ income and accumulate more capital for the 
cooperative. It is necessary to link the production plan to the distribution plan 
(including money and material resources) and to harmoniously associate the three 
benefits. Toward this end, essential conditions must be created for cooperatives 
to draw up plans and especially to consider it important to build a system of 
economic-technical norms conformable to production conditions. Only by setting 
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realistic and accurate economic-technical norms can one obtain a scientific basis 
for calculations aimed at ensuring a balance among various aspects of the plan 
and also for letting out work on contract with each individual. 


Labor organization and assignment is a condition for cooperatives to achieve high 
effectiveness in production. The first things to do are to distribute the labor 
forces within the cooperative, to closely coordinate primary with auxiliary labor, 
to determine various forms and organizations of labor and to strengthen and con- 
solidate production teams to turn them into real basic production units. In 
applying the system of end-product contract with laborers, conditions must be 
created to fully use all labor potentials and to simultaneously help increase labor 
productivity and enable everyone to work as much as he can for the collective's 
benefit and also to earn a higher income in terms of money and grains from each 
man-day. 


The qualities and managerial capabilities of cadres constitute a decisive factor in 
heightening the overall managerial standard of a cooperative. The managerial 
apparatus must comprise persons who are enthusiastic about common affairs, who 

have a high sense of responsibility, who are receptive to novelties, who have an 
organizational and managerial know-how and who respect the masses’ opinion and 
develop the cooperative members’ right to collective ownership. Cadres responsible 
for managing cooperatives and production units must be fully trained in leadership 
and management according to the new system. 


The agricultural product contract movement is promoting the structural improvement 
of cooperatives as well as their overall management standard. To raise the manage- 
ment standard is to make it possible to vigorously and extensively apply the system 
of end-product contract with Laborers.

"NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL ON CROP CULTIVATION

[NHAN DAN 12 October editorial: "Cultivate the Best Winter-Spring Crop"] 


{|Summary] "Preparations are being made by localities for cultivating the winter- 
spring crop, marking the opening of the 1982 agricultural production plan. The 
results of this crop will decide the implementation of the agricultural plan for 
the entire year. 


"The winter-spring crop usually gives a high yield, and its rice output is higher 
than those of the summer-fall and 10th-month crops. Favorable natural conditions 
and scientific and technological advances provide great capabilities for develop- 
ing the winter-spring crop." 


Weather conditions during the winter-spring crop are relatively stabilized, and 

there are no storms and typhoons. The expansion of the spring rice area in the 

north and the cultivation of the additional winter-spring crop in the south with 
high-yield, insect-resistant rice varieties are new, important features in agri- 
cultural production. 


"Particularly in the Nam Bo provinces, if the irrigation problem can be solved 
while the water level of the Mekong River is low and if there are measures for 
improving the acidic and saline soil, the coming winter-spring crop area can be 
expanded to as many as 1 million hectares. At present, only 570,000 hectares 
have been planted with this crop. 


"The norms for the 1981-82 winter-spring crop are higher than those of the suc- 
cessful 1980-81 winter-spring crop. Specifically, its area must be increased by 
about 5 percent; its productivity, more than 3 percent; and its total volume of 
production, nearly 9 percent." Moreover, there will be no increase in the 
supply of materials, and the amounts of some kinds of these materials will be 
smaller than in the past. 


“The recent winter-spring and l0th-month crops show that in spite of the insuffi- 
cient supply of production materials and the unexpected occurrence of natural 
calamities during the coming winter-spring crop, localities and production 
establishments will be able to make it a success if they develop the spirit of 
revolutionary offensive, overcome all difficulties, exploit existing and latent 
potentials in manpower, land and all available materials and technical facilities, 





improve the management and leadership of the application of technical advances 
and bring into full play the effect of the new, production-encouraging policies." 


In cultivating the coming winter-spring crop, localities and production establish- 
ments must review, readjust and rationally carry out their zoning plans and 

choose suitable rice varieties in order to achieve the highest economic effi- 
ciency. 


Irrigation remains one of the most important tasks in the winter-spring crop 
because drought may occur during this season. According to forecasts, the water 
level of reservoirs, lakes and rivers will be lower than in the past year. There- 
fore, localities must plan to conserve water in ricefields and ponds right now. 


Nitrogen fertilizer will be insufficient. So field fertilizer and animal manure 
must be prepared in abundance and used extensively. Plans must be worked out to 
ensure the adequate supply of rice seeds so that the entire area will be trans- 
planted on schedule according to proper techniques. 


"The product contract system in agriculture must be applied to the 1981-82 
winter-spring crop throughout the country. The Nam Bo provinces must make every 
effort to accelerate the trial application of this system and expand it steadily 
to all production collectives and cooperatives. New state policies on increas- 
ing the purchasing prices of agricultural products and improving the methods of 
distribution of production materials, and other production-encouraging policies 
will contribute to accelerating the production of the coming winter-spring crop."

CONFERENCE ASSESSES 1981 RICE PRODUCTION 
BK161551 Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 26 Sep 81 p 1 


[Excerpt] The Ministry of Agriculture recently held a conference of delegates 
from various agricultural services and bureaus in a certain number of provinces 
and cities to assess grain production during the 1980-81 winter-spring crop 
season and the 1981 summer-fall crop season and to estimate the production volume 
of the 1981 10th-month crop season, including rice and subsidiary food crops 
equivalent to rice. On the basis of an assessment of the situation, the con- 
ferees set forth specific measures to continue the struggle to implement the 1981 
grain production plan and to prepare for the 1982 production plan. 


Although grain production is much better this year, the 1981 plan norm, as well 
as the national requirements, demand even greater efforts from the agricultural 
production sector. Despite an increase of 223,600 tons of grain--mainly rice in 
the northern provinces--in this winter-spring season over the last one, or a 4.3 
percent increase, the plan norm is still not fulfilled. Some localities, mainly 
in the south, achieved a good yield in the summer-fall crop. However, due to 
drought and insects, the cultivated area was 63,000 hectares below the plan norm 
and 35,000 hectares less than the 1980 summer-fall crop. 


Productivity in some other localities is low and it is likely that they will not 
fulfill their plan norms for production volume. Some 3.1 million hectares of 
the l10th-month crop have been planted, falling behind the plan norm by 270,000 
hectares. Of this figure, 1.31 million hectares are in the north, the largest 
area ever cultivated in that part of the country. 


In general, rice has developed well but there still are more than 200,000 hec- 
tares seriously affected by insects, despite the fact that several insect control 
drives have been conducted in a positive manner. Damage was caused primarily by 
leafrollers, brown bugs and rats. 


The southern provinces and cities have planted about 1.8 million hectares of 
10th-month crop at a rate quicker than that in the 1980 crop season. However, 
it will be difficult to meet the plan norm because drought and floods have 
caused a decrease in the cultivated area and has adversely affected the rice 
vield. 


The conferees concentrated on discussing the following issues: 
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To ensure the fulfillment of the rice cultivation plan, the southern provinces 
will continue to plant 10th-month rice on the remaining area, completely harvest 
the summer-fall rice and quickly harvest the extra crop planted in the highlands 
in order to transplant the third crop and the fall-winter crop--between 90,000 
to 100,000 hectares--promptly. 


In the north, the early 10th-month rice will be harvested quickly and completely 
so that the winter crop can be planted on schedule. Efforts should be continued 
by all provinces and cities to care for and protect rice from drought and pests, 
especially brown bugs, leafrollers, rats and army worms. Fertilizer will be 
concentrated in those areas of belatedly transplanted and multicropped rice in 
order to secure an increase of 2 or 3 quintals of rice per hectare over the plan 
norm. 


During the 1980-81 winter-spring season, 1.2 million tons of subsidiary food 
crops equivalent to rice were harvested, some 2.2 million tons below the 1981 
plan norm. This requires all provinces and sectors to exert outstanding efforts 
in the summer-fall, fall-winter and winter crop seasons. In the summer-fall 
season, some 271,000 hectares of subsidiary food crops have been planted 
throughout the country, 30,000 hectares less than in the same period last year. 
The Ministry of Agriculture requests all localities to harvest the summer-fall 
(lst crop) crop quickly and overfulfill the area plan norm for the fall-winter 
crop (2nd crop), and intensively cultivate the fall-winter crop in order to 
secure a high yield in compensation for the decrease in cultivated area.

AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVES TO BE CONSOLIDATED, DEVELOPED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Sep 81 p 1 


| VNA News Release: '' Midland and Highland Provinces in North Vietnam Carry 
out Measures To Consolidate and Develop Agricultural Cooperatives" | 


[Text] The northern midland and highland provinces have 6, 708 agricultural co- 
operatives, which account for 60.5 percent of the total number of cooperatives 

and have one-third of the cultivated area in the north (excluding nearly |, 800 co- 
operatives in the highlands that belong to the delta and former Zone 4 provinces). 


In recent years the cooperative moverment in the midlands and highlands made 
some progress in terms of consolidating organization, improving managemert, 
maintaining production and having many new factors in connection with organiza- 
tion of management and production, with such factors now showing their positive 
effects in the localities and production installations. 


In addition to readjusting the scale of cooperatives to make it rational, organizing 
production units of appropriate size, creating favorable conditions for coopera- 
tives to quickly stabilize their organization to make it easier for management and 
stepping up production, the highland provinces also strengthened leadership, con- 
centrated all efforts on the task of consolidating hundreds of poorly organized or 
weak cooperatives and organized a number of new cooperatives. Hoang Lien Son 
Province consolidated 127 cooperatives. By consolidating its cooperatives better, 
Lang Son succeeded in having 90 percent of farmer families joining collective pro- 
duction in 5 of its 6 border districts. Cao Bang, Lang Son, Hoang Lien Son and 
Ha Tuyen Provinces had over 60 additional villages having successfully consoli- 
dated their existing cooperatives or established new ones. 


The outstanding progress made by the midland and highland cooperatives in man- 
agement was the fact that many of them obtained good results in the adoption of 
product contracts with labor groups and laborers. 


In the 1980-1981 fifth-month and spring season and the 1981 tenth-month season, 
almost all cooperatives in the midlands and highlands signed product contracts. 





Six highland provinces also had over 1,000 cooperatives -- nearly 19 percent of 
the total number of cooperatives in the highlands -- signing product contracts. 


As an overall observation, the cooperatives that adopted the new way of contract- 
ing did obtain good results in many activities as they really succeeded in helping 
to consolidate themselves, developing production and increasing income for mem- 
bers, accumulation for the collectives and contributions to the state. For the co- 
operatives in the highlands, the new way of contracting mobilized and encouraged 
the tribal people to pay attention to intensive cultivation of wet and upland rice and 
to limit the practice of destroying forest land to turn it into upland field. Vinh Hai 
(Chierm Hoa District in Ha Tuyen Province) Cooperative, in the 1980-1981 fifth- 
month and spring season, signed product contracts with laborers for its entire 
area of rice and corn cultivation. Both rice and corn crops were good and their 
yield was high. 


As to the rice crop alone, the area increased by 16 hectares and the yield by 

5 quintals /hectare as compared with the previous crop, both being the highest fig- 
ures until then. What deserves attention is the fact that since its members were 
devoting their labor to intensive cultivation in the assigned fields, both rice and 
corn crops were good and high yields were obtained, which raised the income and 
improved the standard of living of its members, thus preventing them from work- 
ing for their living on an individua] basis and burning forest land to turn it into up- 
land fields as the tribal people had been doing before. 


Vinh Hai also succeeded in putting an end to the situation in which members would 
stay away from the collective ricefields and grow crops in upland fields of their 
own families. 


Although the midland and highland cooperatives had weak material and technical 
bases and encountered difficulties caused by natural calamities and enemy -inflict- 
ed misfortunes, production and the standard of living of members of many coop- 
eratives were maintained and improved, particularly in the progressive coopera- 
tives. 


Many cooperatives obtained an average annual per capita grain production of about 
400 kilograms and, in some cases, even 500 kilograms. Subsidiary food crops 

in some localities accounted for 40-50 percent, with grain contributions to the 
state reaching about a ton per hectare of cultivated land and for the first time such 
agricultural products as tea, soybean, tobacco, camellia, tung tree, etc. being 
sold to the state; a working day had the value of | dong and more and 1. 5-2 kilo- 
grams of grain, with the monthly food consumption being about 20 kilograms per 
person. A number of cooperatives which excelled at some aspects of their work 
hada lot of precious experience. 


However, the highland and midland cooperatives still have many weaknesses that 
need to be overcome: their organization and production are far from stable; the 
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quality of the movement to establish cooperatives has been generally poor, mainly 
in two aspects -- collectivization of the means of production and management. 
Leadership and organization of management as provided by different sectors and 
echelons have not yet been suitable for the characteristics of the midlands and 
highlands and the cooperatives there. Many state policies and procedures that are 
directly related to consolidating cooperatives and developing agricultural produc- 
tion and forestry, such as those that deal with investment, purchase prices, dis- 
tribution, circulation and training of cadres, have not yet been satisfactorily re- 
solved by these sectors and echelons. 


For the time to come, on the basis of adhering to the task of developing agricul- 
tural production and forestry and the need to improve management, the midland 
and highland provinces in the north have proposed some measures designed to con- 
solidate organization and to raise different aspects of cooperative management in 
order both to ensure stepping up production in the immediate future and to create 
favorable conditions for their cooperatives to have long-term production develop- 
ment suitable for the characteristics and conditions of individual localities. To 
consolidate and develop the cooperatives is closely linked with consolidating vil- 
lages, strengthening the district level, ensuring tribal solidarity and closely com- 
bining economic matters with national defense. 


The provinces also determine rational production direction and structure for each 
cooperative; review the situation and determine rational form of organization and 
scale; and study and apply managerial decentralization for production, business 
and distribution in the cooperatives to make them suitable for the characteristics 
of different localities. They continue to step up signing product contracts in the 
cooperatives and study policy matters to resolve them properly so as to consoli- 
date the cooperatives and to promote development of production. 


They are going to step up consolidating and strengthening the training of cadres for 
the cooperatives, particularly cadres among tribal people, to make the coopera- 
tive movement in the midlands and highlands develop in the right direction and 
steadily. 
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AGRICULTURE MINISTER HAILS WORLD FOOD DAY

[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 16 Oct--"Vietnam welcomes FAO's initiative in organising a World 
Food Day yearly beginning from this year," said Nguyen Ngoc Triu, minister of agri- 
culture, chairman of the Vietnam Committee for the World Food Day, in an interview 
with Viet Nam News Agency. 


After dealing with the vital importance of food for human life and the urgency of 
the food problem, the minister said: "Food remains a problem of foremost concern 
tor our party, government and people. We have met with innumerable difficulties in 
striving to solve the food problem. After the victory of the 1945 August revolution 
Vietnam was left with the grim heritage of French colonialism in the form of two 
million deaths of famine and millions of others suffering from undernutrition and 
related diseases. In the ensuing wars of resistance, the imperialists dropped 
millions of tonnes of explosives and toxic chemicals on the ricefields, villages, 
forests and sea of Vietnam, killing, maiming or disabling tens of thousands of 
people mostly those engaged in food production.

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NEW RICE STRAINS BOOST PRODUCTION IN VIETNAM 
OW181539 Hanoi VNA in English 1449 GMT 18 Oct 81 


[Text] Hanoi VNA 18 October--Vietnam has 8,090,000 hectares of food crops of which 
5,544,000 hectares are grown with rice. 


fhe old rice strains generally gave low yields, had long stems and required long 
periods of cultivation, some as much as 330 days. They have been gradually replaced 
by new hybrids obtained from crossing with imported strains. Since 1975, eight new 
strains have been produced and put under large-scale cultivation. 


fhe northern provinces are chiefly grown with the "N.N 75.2" strain which is har- 
vested in summer, and the early autumn rice strain named "NN 75-6" which is harvested 
in autumn. The "NN 75-2" crossed by the Institute of Agriculture technique requires 
a growth period of 200 days and can be planted on phosphate-deficient soils. It is 
also resistant to cold and pest and has a higher yield than the old summer rice 
species. It has been sown on tens of thousands of hectares of low-lying fields, 
giving an average of from 3.5 to four tonnes per hectare. the "NN 75-6" crossed by 
the Institute of Food Crops has a growth period of only from 90 to 95 days and gives 
from three to three and a half tonnes per hectare. It is being cultivated on tens 
of thousands of hectares in the north. 


The shorter growth periods of the new rice strains have made it possible to add a 
vegetable crop or a subsidiary food crop in between two rice crops in a year. 


In Southern Vietnam, many rice seed farms and institutes and research centres on 
agricultural techniques have been set up since liberation. Up to 1980, with the 
collaboration ot international agencies chiefly with the I.R.R.I. in the Philippines, 
five new speicies have been produced. In the three years of 1976, 1977 and 1978, 
millions of hectares of rice were affected by brown plant-hoppers, but the damage 

was greatly reduced thanks .o the cultivation of these pest-resistant rice strains. 


in particular, the new strains have boosted the gross rice output in 1980 by nearly 
one million tonnes compared with 1975.

MARINE PRODUCTS--Hanoi, 14 Oct (VNA)--Over 306,000 tonnes of marine products were 
exploited during the last nine months, accounting for 76 percent of the 1981 annual 
plan and marking a six percent increase over the figure in the whole of last year.

PROSPECTS OF ENERGY SECTOR DEVELOPMENT DISCUSSED 
Hanoi TO QUOC in Vietnamese No 6, Jun 81 pp 17-20 


[Article by Ha Hoc Trac, Assistant Professor of Electric Network: "Prospects for 
Development of the Energy Sector" ] 


[Text] A characteristic of the scientific-technical revolution in the second half 

of the 20th century is a rapid increase in the need for mulfiform energy and, first 
and foremost, the widespread introduction of electric energy into all fields of 
activity of mankind. At present, one can hardly find any national economic sector 
the overall development of which is not influenced by energy as the principal factor. 


Shortage of energy--especially electricity--has done tremendous damage to our country 
with its undeveloped industry. If conditions permit an accurate assessment of 

the economic damage in terms of money, the figures to be attained will make many 
people thoughtful. We have not yet spoken of other important drawbacks which cannot 
be evaluated in terms of money such as the [bad] influence in the political field, 

on [the people's] confidence and on socio-cultural, communication and propaganda 
activities. No matter whatever his position, everyone is clearly aware of this 
situation and has to bear its direct effects on both his task performance and daily 
life. For example, for many months it has been impossible for a college to carry 

out a semiconductor production experiment which requires a 24-hour continuous electric 
supply only once: I have had the opportunity to participate in the activities of 

the Science and Technology Commission in the city and to discuss the electric supply 
possibilities with the comrades in the Municipal Party Committee and People's Commit- 
tee but it regrettably appears that we are almost helpless and resigned to accepting 
the fact that, like cities in the 19th century, ours has to live by a dim. reddish 
flickering light! 


This problem is one which causes great obstacles and exercises a bad influence to 

our detriment. However, it is very difficult to solve. The root cause of the above- 
mentioned situation is the decisions made in the past and also the characteristics 

of the energy sector, in general, and the electric one, in particular. These charac~- 
teristics are constituted by a very large capital investment and a very long con- 
struction time. If we are short of rice, we may immediately organize its purchase 
and transportation from areas that have it in excess or we may spend some amount 

of foreign currency to import it. But to receive the first electric current from 

the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Plant, we must wait at least 7 years from the time con- 
struction is started under the same conditions as those normally prevailing in the 
Soviet Union. To have an atomic electric plant with a capacity of about 1 million 
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kilowatts, it will take, under ideal conditions, 10 to 12 years from the time its 
construction is decided to the moment it begins to operate. To establish a 500- 
kilovolt superhigh-tension wire to link North to South Vietnam and to carry the 
electric current fromthe abundant electric sources in the north to the economic 

and industrial regions in Central and South Vietnam, it will take 5 years to do 
research and planning and 10 to 12 years to do the construction work. This means 
that if we propose to have such a wire by the year 2000, we will have to make a 
decision right in the next few years. We are concentrating all our forces and means 
on rapidly building the Pha Lai thermoelectric plant in an attempt to save the northern 
region and the Hanoi capital area from the present electricity shortage but we cannot 
hope to commission the first machine group by 1983. There still will be a shortage 
of electricity after Pha Lai [has been built]. To date, no preparation has been 

made to acquire any additional source of electricity prior to commissioning the 

Hoa Binh hydroelectric plant. Even though any decision to be made now will prove 
belated, we have not yet made up our mind! Compared with the capital city of Hanoi, 
the electricity supply to Ho Chi Minh City is better mainly because of nearly 1 
billion of kilowatt hours of power provided by the Da Nhim hydroelectric plant. 

Yet, if this power plant or the 230-kilovolt wire which carries electricity into 

the city breaks down (this possibility will in all probabilities only be more likely 
as time goes by), the damage done by electricity shortage to this city will be much 
more serious. It is, therefore, necessary to urgently start building the Tri An 
hydroelectric plant which will be located 80 kms from Ho Chi Minh City, which will 
have a capacity of 280 megawatts, which will have a yearly power output of 1.2 billion 
kilowatt-hours and which may be commissioned at the beginning of the fourth 5-year 
plan to provide timely support for the southern electricity network. 


In matters of energy, we are indeed faced with great difficulties which are, however, 
inherent to maturity and to the inception of a socialist industrialization stage 

based on a widespread small-scale production system. From a subjective point of 

view, we also have some shortcomings such as the lack of a long-term plan for develop- 
ment of the energy sector and for a balance of energy on a stable scientific basis. 


Our country possesses very abundant and multiform potentials of energy. From now 

to the end of this century and to the beginning of the next one, we may have our 

mind at ease on the energy problem (even on the basis of the current scientific- 
technological standard in the world). As for the capitalist world, the energy crisis 
is a difficulty because of its own nature. France has a hydroelectric potential 
equivalent to that of our country but has exploited it to depletion. On the contrary, 
we still have 70 to 80 billion kilowatts of hydroelectric technical reserve (which 

can be exploited under the present technical conditions). Though being a great 
petroleum producer, the United States has to import everyday a volume of petroleum 
nearly equal to that imported by us every year. 


After the 1973 energy crisis, energy has become a primary matter of concern for 

many nations, a cause of fundamental changes in the economic-scientific-technical 
strategy of many countries and also a reason for numerous political disturbances. 

As for our country, what problems must it focus on solving to enable the enrgy sector 
to rapidly develop, to fulfill its mission a stcp ahead of time and to provide a 

motive power for other economic sectors? This is a subject matter for study and 
involves also problems requiring solution within the framework of the key state 
rograr ! cientific-technical progress in the field of energy--first and foremost. 
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vt the program tor optimal fuel-energy balance throughout the nation and in each 
region during the 1986-1990 period and up to the year 2000. Within the limits of 
this article, we wish to present only some ideas. 


First of all, we would like to deal with the problem of norms which is obsessing 
many people. At present, to estimate the rate of development of the energy sector 
and electrification of a country, one usually employs two types of norm--the energy 
consumption norm (tons of standard fuel) and the electric energy consumption norm 
(kilowatt-hour) on a yearly per capita basis. For the first norm, we have achieved 
1 little bit above 120 kgs (\ersus the average yearly per capita norm in the world 
which is over 2 tons of standard fuel). This norm has scarcely been used by us 

and the method of calculating it is not yet really accurate. Concerning the second 
norm, we are still at a very low level--about 100 kilowatt-hours (while the average 
yearly per capita norm is nearly 2,000 kilowatt-hours throughout the world and has 
even surpassed 10,000 kilowatt-hours in many countries such as Norway, Canada, Sweden, 
the United States and so on). Though important, this norms does not determine the 
economic strength of a country and the standard of its moral and material life. 

The Soviet Lnion has become one of the two great powers with the greatest economic 
strength in the world but, with regard to this norm, still ranks after dozens of 
countries and has attaned only half the U.S. norm. 


[here has been the opinion that by 2000 we will have to reach the yearly per capital 
orm of 2,000 kilowatt-hours. Actually, this norm is not high because it is only 
halt the world average norm in 1980. To attain it by the year 2000, however, we 
have to produce 150 billion kilowatt-hours which is equivalent to the output 
plants of the type of the Thac Ba hydroelectric plant (with a yearly production 
300 to 350 million kilowatt-hours)--that is, we will have to complete the con- 
truction of at least 15 plants of the size of the Hoa Binh hydroelectric plant 
r SU plants of the size of the Pha Lai thermoelectric plant. It will be impossible 
us to reach so great a capacity in 15 years--not to mention the need to build 
he corresponding networks of electric transmission and distribution wires as well 
is industrial, communication and transportation projects designed to serve and use 
the energy produced. Nevertheless, it is still possible and necessary for us to 
build a moral and material life with a standard which must not only be superior 
to the present world average level but also be appropriate for the year 2000. We 
not meed to run after the vearly per capita norm of 2,000 kilowatt-hours. Our 
new outlook is to fully meet the demand of economy and daily life by means of a 


minimum enerev consumption norm. To depict the relationships between the enerev 
leve lopment rate and the economic development standard, one uses an index determined 
the ratio between the energy consumption development rate and the national income 
increase rate. This index differs greatly with each country (for example, 0.21 
in Denmark versus |. }5 in the Netherlands in 1973) because it depends in a very 
large Measure on numerous factors--not only on the process of utilizing industry 
i] the socio-economic policy, consumption pattern, Living customs, etc.

[he enerevy problem is really a matter of concern for mankind. One has already to 
take th ‘ture generations into consideration in formulating any policy to exploit 
| In studying and managine such an important sector, each country 
Poun it necessary to set up and empower state organs and research institutes 
to work out maior basic policies on energy development. What differs the energy 
tor from other nomic is that it has the most definite systematic character. 
bot ’ t lose { itionships with the activities of all other national economic 
ctor i] ispect f socal life but, bv its very nature, it {s also a vast 
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sector composed of many branches (such as coal, oil, natural gas, electricity includ- 
ing thermoelectricity, hydroelectricity and so forth). It follows that individual 
ministries do not have the functional, competent and professional capabilities to 
manage and study aggregate and systematic problems of the energy sector such as 

the issue of energy balance. 


In recent years, many countries have paid attention to investing in intensive research 
into various forms of reproduced [thais sinh] energy. Many solar and wind-operated 
power plants have been built and commissioned but their capacities are still small 

and their cost high. In November 1976, the Odeillo solar power plant in France 

began to generate electricity into its network with a 64-kilowatt capacity. Recently, 
in Ovessant Island (France), a wind-operated power plant has been commissioned with 

a capacity of 100 kilowatts connected to the electric network in the island. At 
present, there are more than 70 solar pumps operating in 20 African and South Ameri- 
can countries to carry out agricultural irrigation, to pump drinking water for the 
inhabitants, to provide light for villages and town, to supply electricity to refrig- 
erating warehouses to preserve agricultural products and so forth. But solar energy 

is used most extensively and effectively when low temperatures are required such 

as to boil drinking water, to carry out drying, warming and cooling and for use 

in combination with other forms of energy in building housing projects. By the 

year 2000, the multitorm reproduced energy will not yet represent a notworthy ratio 

in the energy balance. Usually, the electricity generating works which were recently 
inaugurated in certain industrially developed countries are more of a research, 
experimental and advertising nature suitable for export purposes than are designed 

to contribute to the electricity network to replace other sources of energy. 


Our opinion is that, in the near future, our country needs to concentrate efforts 

on providing a more intensive guidance for the research into the use of biological 
gas energy. This is a trend with good prospects and of great practical significance 
since it will require only a simple equipment, the possible use of local materials 
ind an uncomplicated operational technique. By following this trend, we will be 
able to meet many very urgent needs such as simultaneously cleaning the environment 
and increasing the nitrogen quantity in fertilizers while cultivating algae to feed 
domestic animals, and to provide fuel and light for the people and investigating 


the possible use in internai combustion engines, etc. From 1973 to 1976, India 
built and operated more than 40,000 biological gas producing tanks. This is a prac- 
tical tact which we need to investigate.

USE OF PEAT AS FUEL URGED 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 26 Aug 81 p 3 
[Article: "Use Peat As Fuel, Conserve Anthracite") 


[Text] Recently, the Hanoi Coal Supply Corporation held a conference to dissemin- 
ate the experience of Ba Vi in using peat. Le Thuc, vice minister of Mines and 
Coal, attended the conference, as well as representatives of the General Coal 
Corporation, the Ministry of Mines and Coal Technological Department, the Fuel 
Corporation, the Municipal Planning Commission, the Commercial Service, the Min- 
eral Fertilizer Enterprise, and a number of coal-using units from the Son Tay area. 


Son Tay is a locality endowed with a peat bed and a reserve of about 1.2 million 
tons. So far, peat has been used only as fertilizer in acid and salty soil areas. 
Scattered places have used it as a fuel, but still not in large quantities. Of 
late, the management bureau of the People's Police Officers’ Academy mess hall 
used peat to cook meals for thousands of cadres and students. After experiment- 
ing with different mixtures, they have found an adequate formula, blending 40 per- 
cent of powdered coal and 20 percent of pond mud with 40 percent of local peat. 
Since April 1979, the management bureau has reduced powdered coal consumption by 
40 percent, made a 22,000 dong profit for the collective, cut down coal shipping 
costs, and averted the pain of buying coal at high prices, etc. 


At the conference, Academy representatives spoke about their experiences in organ- 
iging the exploitation, production and storage of coal, and about guidance to 
achieve the use of peat as a fuel. The participants then inspected the peat pro- 
ducing center and the improved mud ovens designed to conserve coal. The confer- 
ence unanimously adopted the guidelines on using local peat and building improved 
“Ollective ovens to conserve anthracite.

YEN VIEN-GIA LAM RAILWAY UPGRADED, WIDENED

pleted" ] 


[Text] Competing for achievements to celebrate National Day on September 2 and the 
Fifty National Party Congress, Railway [Line] 8 Corporation (Railroad General De- 
partment) cadres and workers have completed work on upgrading and widening the 
railway section from Yen Vien to Gia Lam via the Duong bridge. 


Previously, the northern railroad system accommodated two sizes of cars--l meter 
and 1.435 meter-wide--until Yen Vien only, thus causing many difficulties to trans- 
portation as well as repair. 


To enable 1.435 meter-wide cars to reach the Gia Lam railroad station, and to bring 
large-size locomotives into the Gia Lam Rolling Stock Works for repairs, Railway 
Corporation 8 has urgently upgraded, widened, and added double rails to the 6.7 
km-long line from the Yen Vien railroad station to the Gia Lam railroad station and 
Rolling Stock Works; and has installed five double switches and three simple 
switches. During the construction process, cadres and workers have overcome all 
difficulties and shortages of supplies, introduced tens of initiatives to im cove 
work, and contracted out various categories of work to production groups. After 
three months of work, they have excavated 12,000 cubic meters of earth and more 
than 7,000 cubic meters of stone, and installed 9,000 crossties and 6.7 km of large- 
size rails. The project was completed and put in commission three days ahead of 
schedule, 


On September 1, 1981, at 1500 hours, the 1.435 meter-wide locomotive bearing no GP 
6 1045 conducted by the Duong Dinh Chuc drivers’ team, brought large-size cars into 
the Gia Lam railroad station and Rolling Stock Works for the first time. 


On that occasion, cadres and workers at the Rolling Stock Works held a meeting to 
receive the first large-size locomotive for repairs. They stated their determin- 
ation to complete the repairs ahead of schedule so as to support transportation 
and salute the Fifth National Party Congress with outstanding achievements. 


By upgrading and widening the Yen Vien-Gia Lam railway and accommodating locomotives 
and cars measuring 1 meter and 1.435 meters, a majo. contribution has been made to 
raising transportation capabilities and partly overcoming draft power difficulties 
in the railroad sector.

DISTRIBUTION, MOVEMENT OF GOODS CALLED KEY OF ECONOMY

[Editorial: "The Distribution and Movement of Goods Are Right Now the Crucial 
Battlefield" ] 


[Text] In the present situation of Ho Chi Minh City, the distribution and movement 
of goods constitute the key link of the economy with an importance that reaches 

into many areas. This battle of the distribution and movement of goods is playing 

a decisive role as related to production and the people's living conditions, it is 
where the contradictions are concentrated, where the fierce struggle between the 

two ways of life, the socialist and the capitalist ways of life, is concentrated 

in a close link betwethe struggle between us and the enemy, with the struggle against 
the extremely vicious economic plots of the Chinese expansionists and the U.S. im- 
perialists. 


Since there had been a reorientation of the economic policies of the Party as ex- 
pressed in many important resolutions, especially in Resolution 26 of the Politburo, 
our city has undergone a positive transformation in the area of distribution and 
movement of goods. The socialist commerce of the city, including both the state- 
run and the collective sectors, has made a number of efforts in the direction of 
extending itself into the regular business and trade in the marketplace and over- 
coming gradually the bad habit of administrative interference. If we take the 
procurement of commodities at their sources to be the most important activity of 
socialist commerce then in the first six months of this year the amount of business 
brought in by the state-ruc commerce sector is equivalent to 384 percent of the same 
item during a similar pertod in 1980 and the one brought in by the cooperatives 

ise guivalent to 207 percent of the same item for the same period last year. 


This step forward in the right direction is extremely encouraging but it is still 
not consonant with what the situation requires, faced as it is with all the great 
challenges ahead. We are talking about an extensive "free" market that is cons- 


tantly aggressing into the soctalist market and does not cease to impact on the 
living conditions of the laboring people in all their negative aspects, not only 
from the economic point of view but also from the point of view of politics, social 
impact, public security and national defense. The organizational and management 


structures that are still very vulnerable to administrative interference with its 
irrational demands and requirements, still limit to no small extent our maneuver- 
ability and response capability, thus failing to give us the consolidated strength 


needed for victory on this front. 


fhe “free” market, within a certain limit, is a necessity. But this is entirely 
different from the “free” market which is operating at the present scale and in 





the present forms, in which there is also an illegal “balck market" which on a daily 
basis is attacking both the producers and the consumers. disrupting the market and 
price system, disrupting also the public security, occupying both roadway and pave- 
ments, always done on the sly, going so far as to challenge both the law and public 
order, cheating the producer with all sorts of tricks and picking on the pockets 

of the consumers through every kind of sleight-of-hand. The enemy of our people 
seeks every way, both “legal” and illegal, to send in foreign goods in large, huge 
amounts so a8 to give more strength to the "free" market while developing all its 
negative expressions. 


Production, the living requirements and socialist edification do not permit our 
people to accept such a situation. The limits here must be clearly drawn. We 
respect and help private individuals engaged in trade and services who know how to 
respect the laws, carry out their activities in broad daylight and honestly, espe- 
cially those poor people who have to peddle and hawk their wares, thanks to which 
they have their honest labor. But our compatriots, including a number of those 
engaged in honest private business, resolutely condemn and sanction the smugglers, 
the producers and consumers of fake merchandise, the speculators who compete with 
the state in the procurement of goods, tricky and cheating activities, price hikes, 
and tax evasion. At the same time our people is realizing more and more clearly 
every day that socialist commerce is precisely what will save our laboring people, 
serve our Living standards and production. Our compatriots ask that socialist conm- 
merce--both the state-run and the collective sectors--rapidly overcome its mistakes 
and shortcomings; they may sometimes severely criticize it but that is an internal 
matter of the laboring people, which is something entirely different from their 
opposition to the negative expressions of the “free” market. Where do we stand? 

On the side of the socialist market or on the side of the socalled "free" market? 
That is a question of principle which must be put to oneself by each Party member, 
each cadre and each laboring person. 


The present situation keenly requires a truly revolutionary transformation in the 
distribution and movement of goods from both the point of view of ideology and 
organization. A transformation that adequately insuresthe effective implementation 
of the guiding principles provided by the Party chapter: the state-run commerce 
must essentially move into business forms while at the same time guaranteeing the 
supply of essential commodities to salaried sectors and to the consumers in timely 
fashion and in accordance with the set criteria both quantitative and qualitative. 
For the sake of the laboring people's living standards and for the interest of pro- 
duction, it is recommended that from now until the end of the year socialist com- 
merce progress until it takes over 50 percent of the social market while at the 
same time controlling more of the essential commodities, wresting an absolute su- 
periority on this score. 


An extremely heavy and glorious responsibility is being put on the shoulders of 

the socialist commerce sector and on the other branches of distribution and move- 
ment of goods. Procurement and the control of sources constitute a life-and-death 
struggle to reach the goals we are setting for ourselves. Procurement and control 

of sources require that we have a very agile, flexible, and sharp, well-oiled machin- 
ery that works hand in hand with production and is always ready to serve production. 


Procurement and the control of commodity sources must be based on the agreement of 
many sectors linked up by the distribution and movement of goods, in production 

ind in many other wavs. There must be reorganization and close coordination between 
production and distribution and movement of goods so that both sectors walk hand 





in hand, struggle together and not “back to back.” At the same time there must 

be reorganization so that there is closer coordination among the various echelons, 
between Ho Chi Minh City and the provinces, leaving no loopholes that can be taken 
advantage of by bad elements. 


Together with its function of serving the iiving standards of the people, the dis- 
tribution and movement of goods must have also the responsibility of boosting the 
development of production. The distribution and movement of goods must be closely 
linked with production, it must first of all take care of the producers and do 
nothing that would impede production; it should not go after business only, after 
profit only to the detriment of production. 


Our city still has five economic components at work together. It must be clearly 
determined that all five components must form one unified economic structure under 
the leadership of the state-run economy, and they all must serve our nation-building 
and the edification of socialism. We must promote the positive aspects of the non- 
socialist elements, reorganize and rearrange them, and have rational and reasonable 
policies towards them. At the same time we must struggle to limit the negative 
aspects of such elements, including those organizations that may be called “collec- 
tive” but in actuality can in no way be called socialist. To wrest victory for 

the work of distribution and movement of goods one cannot separate it from the 
continuation of socialist reform of the privately run economy. In handicraft and 
cottage industry production, in the individual and privately run business sector and 
even in the newly collectivized sector, the negative expressions which usually come 
with such small production forms are ceaselessly drawing them out of the orbit of 
socialism. In the distribution and movement of goods the tens of thousands of 

small businesses in the city for the most part are being the legs of the milliped 
formed by the dishonest tradesmen and speculators in order to disrupt the market. 
The rearrangements and socialist reform of the handicraft and small industry sector 
must be aimed at insuring that socialist commerce control the vast majority of their 
products. The state-run commerce and the cooperative commerce must put forth ap- 
propriate forms of organization so as to reorganize step-by-step the small busi- 
nesses, thus forming a vast network that would constitute the millipede of socialist 
commerce. At the same time the organs in charge and our compatriots resolutely 
rearrange the flea markets, clean up all forms of unorganized trade on the roadways 
und pavements, thus creating favorable conditions for market management and price 
stabilization, and isolating and eliminating the dishonest tradesmen, speculators 
and hoarders. 


We still have many, extremely many difficulties and obstacles in front of us in 
our struggle to manage the market and wrest the upper hand on the distribution and 
movement of goods front, wresting victory for socialism on this important battle- 
field so as to solidly insure the stabilization and improvement of the people's 
living standards. The conditions working in our favor are also very significant. 


We have sized up the problems correctly, we are pushing the economy into the right 
tracks and struggling in order to unravel step by step the knots and obstacles so 
as the facilitate the economy's quick adaptation into the orbit of socialism.

REACTIONARY, DECADENT CULTURAL MATERIALS CONFISCATED

[Text] Between mid-June and early August, Quang Nam-Da Nang Province as a 
whole confiscated nearly 3,000 music tapes, nearly 900 records, tens of thousands 
of bvoks and pictorial magazines and nearly 100 movies and many pictures of dec- 
adent and reactionary contents, the publications and pictures that had been circu- 
lated during the U.S. -puppet rule and also the ones that have just been secretly~ 
brought into the country from the capitalist countries. 


The Municipality of Da Nang seized many music tapes, records and publications 
of decadent contents from 50 stores selling tape recorders and cultural materials. 
More than !J0 privately-owned coffee shops had been playing, sometimes openly 
sometimes secretly, golden music and decadent music for customers. Tam Ky 
District arrested a man in Cay Tram Market for having kept very many reaction- 
ary and decadent books, which filled three ox-carts. 


Those people whose occupation was to disseminate reactionary and decadent cul- 
tural materials all had a background of counterrevolutionary activities. Some of 
them showed decadent movies to make money, but others only ''invited'' people to 
see them free just to deprave the young people. For some time they had been 
using many tricks to hide their evil activities, but finally the latter could not avoid 
the people's ears and eyes. Many were caught red-handed while renting books, 
turning decadent music on or showing decadent movies. 


In the Municipality of Da Nang there was Nguyen ‘‘an Phuc. His house sits on a 
dirty water hole, in the real sense of these words. The house has seven rooms 
and even false walls and doors to hide those things that were a thousand times dir- 
tier than the water underneath its floor. He had been a lackey of the French co- 
lonialists and then the American imperialists for 20 years. Afte~ the day of liber- 
ation, in spite of the leniency of the revolutionary administration, he refused to 
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do reformatory work and still secretly kept the occupation of disseminating deca- 
dent and reactionary cultural materials and poisoning the youths' minds. He rent- 
ed, sold and showed decadent movies. At the time he was arrested, there were 
in his house 80 decadent movies; many projectors, cameras, recorders and dec- 
adent records and music tapes; and very many pornographic pictures, including 
those taken of himself with prostitutes. His house was fully equipped with the 
means of projecting, viewing films, etc. The hoodlums and depraved people, 
remnants of the old society, who had gathered in clandestine '' playboy clubs,” 
usually referred to him as ‘that playful old goat. "' 


Quang Nam-Da Nang Province at the same time was educating and forcing those 
who were earning their living by practicing superstition to give up their occupa- 
tion. 


The people of Tam Ky City have denounced Pham Thi Hue who was practicing su- 
perstition for 18 years. When she was young, she hada normal face. But then 
she intentionally made the left side of her face dark, pulled her cheek down, made 
her hair as stiffas bamboo roots and grew it excessively long to look awful. She 
tried to change her look in order to practice her trade more easily and to cheat 
those people who would readily believe her to get their money. 


With the pieces of evidence confiscated and the confessions of those who had inten- 
tionally been disseminating reactionary and decadent cultural materials, the people 
of all walks of life in the province have more clearly recognized the crafty design 
of the enemy and clearly seen the insidious act of the American imperialists and 
Beijing expansionists using various kinds of reactionary and decadent cultural ma- 
terials to poison the minds of the youths and teenagers and to undermine the new 
life of our people. Some people who kept epic novels, pornographic materials and 
books of unhealthy contents have voluntarily surrendered them to the administra- 
tion. Others have been actively taking part in denouncing those who rent decadent 
books and teaching their children and grandchildren that they should bring to sub- 
wards and villages any decadent and reactionary books whenever they may have 
found them.
